European  War  News. 

Import  and  Export  Notice. 

Canada. — Exports  to  tho  Scandinavian  countries  and  tho 
Netherlands  from  Canada  have  been  placed  under  embargo 
by  the  Canadian  Government.  Prohibited  articles  include 
al!  chemicals,  drugs,  dyestuffs,  arid  tanning  materials;  non- 
cdible  animal  and  vegetable  products ;  medical,  surgical, 
laboratory,  and  sanitary  supplies  and  equipment ;  gums, 
rosins,  tars,  and  waxes,  their  products,  derivatives,  and  sub- 
stitutes, and  all  articles  containing  them. 

Sweden. — Zinc  ore,  tooth-powder,  and  tooth-paste  have 
been  placed  on  the  list  of  prohibited  goods  for  exportation 
from  Sweden  to  all  countries,  and  also  in  transit  through 
Sweden. 

Persoaalia. 

Corporal  J.  W.  Mawson  (Mawson  &  Co.,  manufacturing 
chemists,  West  Norwood,  London,  S.E.),  who  joined  the 
Army  early  this  year,  has  been  appointed  to  tho  head- 
quarters staff  of  a  war  hospital. 

Temporary  Captain  F.  R.  Turner,  Sherwood  Foresters 
(Nottinghamshire  and  Derbyshire  Regiment),  who  prior 
to  the  war  was  with  Robinson  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  Chesterfield, 
has  been  awarded  the  Military  Cross  for  gallantry  in  the 
field. 

Sergeant  Paul  Wynne  Tiohe,  R.A.M.C.,  who  was  recently 
awarded  the  Military  Medal  for  bravery  in  the  field,  is 
lying  seriously  ill  in,  a  military  hospital.  Sergeant  Tighe 
is  the  son  of  Mr.  John  Wynno  Tighe,  chemist  and  druggist, 
High  Street,  Exeter. 

Lieutenant  Cyril  Parkinson,  Royal  Flying  Corps,  son  of 
Mr.  Herbert  Parkinson  (R.  Parkinson  &  Sons,  chemists  and 
wholesale  druggists,  Curzon  Street,  Burnley),  has  been 
severely  injured  in  a  flying  accident,  and  is  in  hospital  in 
England.  He  has  served  for  nine  months  in  France. 
Miscellaneous. 

Enemy  Patents.— Farrow  &  Jackson,  Ltd.,  arc  applying 
for  licences  to  use  the  Seitz  patents  (8406/05,  10538/05,  and 
13506/10)  for  filters  and  filtering  media.  The  hearing  will 
take  place  at  the  Patent  Office  Court  on  November  8. 

Paper  Restrictions.— The  "  London  Gazette,"  October  26, 
contains  the  Paper  Restriction  (Posters  and  Circulars)  Con- 
solidation Order,  1917,  which  is  made  under  Regulations  2f, 
2s,  and  2jj  of  the  Defence  of  the  Realm  Regulations.  The 
new  Order  consolidates  the  Orders  issued  on  March  2  and 
17,  and  general  licences  of  April  18  and  August  20,  restrict- 
ing the  use  of  paper  for  the  purpose  of  posters,  catalogues, 
price-lists,  and  advertising  circulars.' 

Tar  Oils. — The  Order  of  the  Minister  of  Munitions,  dated 
July  13,  1917  (see  C.  d-  D.,  July  21,  p.  33),  relating  to  creo- 
sote and  other  oils  produced  from  the  distillation  of  coal- 
tar  has  been  cancelled  as  from  November  1,  1917,  it  having 
been  replaced  by  a  new  Order  published  in  the  "  London 
Gazette  "  of  October  26,  which,  inter  alia,  has  fixed  maxi- 
mum pric3s.  Possession  is  taken  by  the  Minister  of  Muni- 
tions of  all  tar  oils  in  the  United  Kingdom  produced  or 
derived  from  gas-coaL  tar  or  coke-oven  tar  of  a  specific 
gravity  of  1,000  or  exceeding  1,000,  or  produced  or  derived 
from  water-gas  tar,  producer  tar,  or  Mond-gas  tar  of  any 
specific  gravity.

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Cocaine  and  Opium  Regulation. 


FlBtheb  alterations  have  been  made  in  Regulation  40b  of 
•tie  Defence  of  rhe  Realm  Regulations.  These  are  in  refer- 
ence to  opium  prepared  for  smoking  and  to  the  keeping 
of  the  cocaine  and  opium  registers — expansions  of  the  pre- 
vious regulations.  The  amendments  as  given  in  the 
"  London  Gazette."'*  October  26,  are  as  follows : 
Regulation  403  shall  be  amended  as  follows: 

(1)  By  the  substitution  of  the  following  new  sub-section 
for  Sub-section  (7) : 

"  (7)  If  any  person — 
(o)  nrepares  opium  for  smoking;  or 

\b)  aeais  in  or  has  in  his  possession  any  opium  prepared 
for  smoking;  or 

(cj  being  the  occapier  of  any  premises  permits  ihose 
premises  to  te  used  for  the  purpose  of  the  preparation 
of  opium  for  smoking  or  of  the  sale  or  smoking  of  opium 
prepared  for  smoking;  or 

(d)  is  concerned  in  the  management  of  any  premises 
used  for  any  of  such  purposes  as  aforesaid ;  or 

(e)  ^  has  in  his  possession  any  pipes  or  other  utensils 
for  use  in  connection  with  the  smoking  of  opium  or  anv 
utensils  for  use  in  connection  with  the  preparation  of 
opium  for  smoking ;  or 

(/)  frequents  any  place  used  for  the  purpose  of  opium- 
smoking  ; 

he  shall  be  guilty  of  a  summary  offence  against  these 
regulations." 

(2)  By  the  substitution  of  the  following  new  sub-section 
for  Sub-section  (8): 

"  (8)  Every  person  who  has  dealings  in  cocaine  or  opium 
(including  sales  to  persons  outside  the  United  Kingdom) 
shall  comply  with  the  following  provisions : 

(2)  He  shall  enter  or  cause  to  be  entered  in  a  book 

kept  for  the  purpose  such  particulars  with  respect  to  all 

dealings  in  cocaine  or   opium  effected  by  him  as  the 

Secretary  of  State  may  prescribe : 

(b)  He  shall  make  the  entry  with  respect  to  any 
transaction  on  the  day  on  which  the  transaction  is 
effected ;  - 

(c)  Where  he  carries  on  business  at  more  than  one  set 
of  premises  he  shall  keep  a  separate  book  in  respect  of 
every  set  of  premises : 

(d)  He  shall  keep  the  book  in  some  part  of  the  premise? 
to  which  it  relates  so  that  it  shall  at  all  reasonable  times 
be- available  for  inspection  by  any  person  authorised  in 
that  behalf  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  shall  allow 
anv  person  so  authorised  at  all  reasonable  times  to  inspect 
it; 

(f)  He  shall  not  cancel,  obliterate,  or  alter  any  entry 
in  the  book  or  make  therein  any  entry-  which  is  untrue 
in  any  particular. 

If  ar~  nerson  fails  to  complv  with  any  of  rhe  provisions 
aforesaid  he  shall  be  guilty  of  a  summary  offence  against 
these  regulations." 

A  few  minor  alterations  have  also  been  made  in  Regula- 
tion 40c,  which  deals  with  the  use  of  drugs  for  feigning 
disease.

Henry  "Virtue  Siddons.  who  was  released  on  bail  by  a 
judge  in  chambers  pending  his  trial  at  the  Assizes  for 
forging  medical  certificates,  etc.  (see  C.  <jfc  D.,  September  15, 
p.  35 1,  committed  suicide  on  October  29. 

Holidays  in  November  were  till  now  unheard  of;  but 
several  local  pharmacists  have  had  to  wait  their  turn  this 
year  for  the  services  of  a  locum  tenens,  and  are  glad,  even 
at  this  late  season,  to  seek  a  health-resort. 

Act  has  been  pre- 
pared for  in  Liverpool  by  the  Health  Department  of  the 
City  Council.  Pharmacists  are  fullv  alive  to  their  new  re- 
strictions, and  have  been  assisted  by  informative  circulars 
from  proprietary  firms. 

The  Liverpool  Chemists'  Association  is  gradually  absorb- 
ing both  the  wholesale  and  retail  trades,  new  members 
being  proposed  at  each  meeting.  Further,  the  interchange 
of  visits  between  the  Associations  on  each  bank  of  the  River 
Mersey  increases  most  encouragingly.

Mr.  W.  H.  Delve,  chemist  and  druggist,  late  of  310  Stret- 
ford  Road,  Manchester,  has  volunteered  for  service  with 
the  troops  in  connection  with  the  V.M.C.A.  He  expects 
to  go  out  to  France  next  week. 

John  Ware  was  fined  20s.  for 
using  methylated  spirit  in  the  preparation  of  a  beverage. 
Evidence  for  the  Excise  authorities  was  ?iven  to  the  effect 
that  on  July  11  women  were  found  drinking  on  the  defen- 
dant's premises,  and  the  contents  of  a  coffee-pot.  seized 
showed  on  analysis  7.03  per  cent,  of  absolute  alcohol  in  the 
form  of  methylated  spirit.

— On  October  24.  damage  was  done  to  the  premises 
of  Francis  &  Co.,  chemists,  Manchester  Road,  Burnley,  by 
a  severe  storm. 

False  Pretences  Charge. — At  Marlborough  Street  Police 
Court,  London,  W.,  on  October  26,  John  Osborn,  a  man- 
servant with  no  home,  was  remanded  on  a  charge  of  obtain- 
ing by  false  pretences  on  September  19  from  Mr.  Harold 
John  Williams,  chemist  and  druggist,  two  sponges  and  other 
articles,  valued  at  21.  10s.,  and  7?.  10s.  in  cash,  all  the  pro- 
perty of  Savory  &  Moore,  chemists. 

Military  Recruiting  Charge. — At  the  Central  Criminal 
Court  on  October  31,  Dr.  A.  M.  R.  Sinclair,  charged  with 
conspiring  with  other  defendants  to  defeat  the  provisions 
of  the  Military  Service  Acts  (C.  &  D..  August  11,  p.  36: 
October  27,  p.  35).  was  acquitted,  the  Judge  remarking  that 
there  was  no  evidence  of  unfair  or  even  incorrect  classifica- 
tion of  the  recruits  examined  by  him. 

Money  Orders  for  India. — The  telegraph  money-order 
service  with  British  Oversea  Dominions  was  extended 
on  November  1  to  India  (including  Burma),  Indian  Post 
Office  agencies  in  French  India,  and  Aden.  A  special 
feature  of  the  service  is  the  transmission  of  the  telegrams 
of  advice  at  the  deferred  rates,  which  reduces  the  charges 
by  one-half.  The  full-rate  service  is  available  for  cases  of 
special  urgency. 

Food-pbesebvation. — Demonstrations  of  fruit  and  vege- 
table bottling,  canning,  and  drying  have  recently  been 
given  at  Grosvenor  House.  London,  W.,  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Food  Production  Department,  Xo  preservative  is 
employed,  sterilisation  before  sealing  the  containers  being 
considered  sufficient.  A  method  was  shown  of  arresting 
decay  in  unsound  fruit  by  dipping  it  in  a  warm  solution 
stated  to  contain  paraffin  wax,  and  a  recipe  was  given  for 
potato-flour  on  the  lines  of  the  one  published  in  the  C.  d-  D.. 
August  25.  p.  51.  Official  pamphlets  on  the  subject  may  be

Scottish  News. 


Brevities. 

Aspirin  tablets  are  being  retailed  at  Glasgow  at  9d.  per 
bottle  of  twenty-five. 

During  a  recent  visit  of  a  famous  menagerie,  an  East 
Coast  chemist  was  called  upon  to  dispense  an  antispasmodic 
draught  for  a  camel,  and  another's  services  were  required 
for  dispensing  an  asthma-remedy  for  a  "  wee  monkey." 

Considerable  feeling  has  been  occasioned  by  the  halting 
attitude  of  the  authorities  in  regulating  the  sale  of  glycerin. 
Some  chemists  who  have  a  stock  are  said  still  to  supply 
'"  special "  customers,  while  he  who  has  none  or  patrioti- 
cally declines  to  sell  is  considered  "  very  disobliging." 
Aberdeen . 

The  re?earch-work  of  the  chemistry  classes  at  Robert 
Gordon's  Technical  College  School  of  Pharmacy  is,  during 
the  coming  winter,  to  be  devoted  to  fish,  with  special 
reference  to  the  food-value  of  both  fresh  and  cured  varieties. 
The  attendance  is.  for  obvious  reasons,  below  the  pre-war 
level,  and  the  proportion  of  lady  students  is  larger. 

Edinburgh. 

At  a.  bonded  whisky  sale,  a  few  days  since,  the  cheapest 
raw  grain  whisky  fetched  50s.  per  gallon. 

Bailie  Inman  has  resigned  his  position  as  a  magistrate 
for  the  city  of  Edinburgh,  owing  to  ill  health,  but  will 
retain  his  seat  as  a  councillor. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  General  Council  of  Edinburgh 
University,  it  was  remarked  as  being  significant  that  this 
year's  increase  in  lady  students  is  in  the  Faculties  of 
Science  and  Medicine. 

A  chemist  who  has  been  spending  a  brief  holiday  in  the 
North  of  Scotland  reports  that  a  rural  acquaintance  pro- 
fessed to  have  the  originals  of  letters  from  Prince  Charles 
to  Robert  the  Bruce.  Unhappily,  these  priceless  holographs 
were  not  on  view. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Edinburgh  Insurance  Com- 
mittee, it  was  stated  that  2.057  names  of  persons  not  entitled 
to  Medical  Benefit  had  been  removed  from  the  doctors' 
lists,  while  in  1,964  cases  no  reply  had  been  received  to  the 
inquiries  forwarded. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Medical  Guild,  formed  in 
1913  in  opposition  to  the  National  Insurance  Act.  a  motion 
was  unanimously  agreed  to  approving  of  the  postponement 
of  a  Ministrv  of  Health  till  after  the  war.  Discussing  the 
drawbacks  of  a  State  medical  service,  one  doctor  remarked 
that  they  had  plenty  of  evidence  in  Edinburgh  that  insured 
persons  were  not  satisfied  with  the  medical  attendance 
under  the  National  Insurance  Act,  and  added  that  the  whole 
system  is  immoral.

A  Bookkeeper's  Duties.— A  further  hearing  of  the 
case  of  Goldberg  v.  Rozen  (C.  &  D.,  October  27,  p.  40) 
took  place  at  the  City  of  London  Court  on  October  25, 
when  evidence  was  given  on  behalf  of  the  defendants  to 
show  that  it  was  the  plaintiff's  duty  to  take  the  necessary 
shipping  documents  to  the  bank.  He  was  not  engaged  to 
do  that,  but  he  had  actually  performed  the  duty,  and 
therefore  when  he  neglected  to  do  it  he  was  guilty  of 
neglect  of  duty.  Plaintiff  was  given  a  week's  notice .  to 
leave,  and  then  became  impertinent.  Thereupon  he  was 
instantly  dismissed.  Judge  Rentoul,  K.C.,  gave  judgment 
for  the  plaintiff  for  211.  (less  91.),  with  costs. 

Rating-  Appeal.— At  the  Surrey  Quarter  Sessions,  the 
rating  appeal  was  heard  of  the  Fullers'  Earth  Union,  Ltd., 
against  the  Assessment  Committee  of  the  Reigate  Union. 
Prior  to  1916  the  company's  property  was  assessed  at  708?. 
rateable  value,  but  in  October  1916  it  was  increased  to 
5,4007.  The  company  contended  that  the  value  of  the  pro- 
perty should  be  arrived  at  by  a  royalty,  and  suggested  Is. 
per  ton  as  a  fair  figure.  The  respondents  held  that  refer- 
ence must  be  made  to  the  accounts  of  the  company  to  arrive 
at  a  rent  for  a  hypothetical  tenant,  and  put  forward  a 
figure  of  3s.  per  ton  as  a  royalty.  Sir  Chas.  Walpole  gave 
judgment  for  the  respondents,  and  dismissed  the  appeal, 
with  costs. 

Toothbrush-boxes.  —  In  the  City  of  London  Court  on 
October  25,  before  his  Honour  Judge  Rentoul,  K.C.,  the 
case  of  Holmes  v.  Nagai  was  mentioned.  Plaintiff,  Mr. 
Herbert  W.  Holmes,  trading  as  Bishop  &  Co.,  63  and  64 
Bartholomew  Close,  E.G.,  had  obtained  judgment  against 
T.  Nagai,  a  Japanese  merchant,  29  Pentonville  Road,  for 
9/.  17s.  3d.  for  170  gross  toothbrush-boxes  supplied,  and 
defendant  had  been  ordered  to  pay  in  fourteen  days  (see 
C.  &  T).,  October  13.  p.  39).  As  the  time  was  expiring,  de- 
fendant asked  the  Court  to  make  an  order  for  payment  by 
instalments  of  10s.  per  month  to  save  execution  being  levied. 
He  said  that  business  was  very  bad.  Judge  Rentoul, 
K.O.,  said  there  was  no  ground  for  an  order  for  payment 
by  instalments,  and  dismissed  the  application. 

A  Disputed  Contract.— In  the  King's  Bench  Division 
on  October  29,  before  Mr.  Justice  Roche,  the  hearing  of 
a  case  was  concluded  in  which  Mr.  A.  .P.  Gustin,  trading 
as  the  Stratford  Small  Tools  Works,  sued  Allen  &  Han- 
burys,  Ltd.,  37  Lombard  Street,  London,  for.  221/.  10s.,  the 
price  of  four  sets  of  dies  sold  by  plaintiff  to  defendants, 
and  for  work  and  materials  (see  C.  &  D.,  October  20,  p.  39). 
The  dispute  arose  in  connection  with  the  supply  of  dies 
for  5-in.  Spencer  Wells  forceps.  Mr.  Colam,  K.C.,  stated 
that  the  plaintiff  undertook  to  make  the  dies  for  a  specific 
purpose,  and  he  'had  not  done  so.  Except  for  scrap,  the 
articles  supplied  were  useless.  Mr.  Justice  Roche  gave 
judgment  for  the  defendants,  with  costs,  holding  that  the 
tools  were  unfit  for  the  purpose  for  which  they  were 
intended- 
Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts.— At  St.  Helens,  Walter 
Scott,  grocer,  was  fined  20s.  for  selling  _  Baking-powder 
containing  28.5  per  cent,  of  sulphate  of  lime. — At  Green- 
wich, John  Neighbour,  32  Lewisham  Road,  was  fined  28s., 
and  12s.  costs,  for  selling  Mustard  containing  35  per  cent,  of 
flour  coloured  with  turmeric. — At  Upton-on-Severn,  Edward 
Pearce,  grocer,  was  ordered  to  pay  6s.  6d.  costs  for  selling 
adulterated  Pepper,  which  was  said  to  contain  4  per  cent, 
of  salt.  Mr.  Pearce  said  he  sold  the  pepper  as  he  received 
it.  The  Bench  advised  him  to  procure  a  warranty  in  future 
fo-  self-defence.— At  Old  Street,  London.  E.G.,  on  Octo- 
ber 23,  Edward  Hall,  34  Gifford  Street,  Kingsland  Road, 
was  fined  10s.,  and  10s.  costs,  for  selling  Vinegar  containing 
45  per  cent,  excess  of  water.— At  Mansfield,  W.  T.  Frogspn, 
grocer,  East  Kirkby,  was  fined  21s.,  and  costs,  for  selling 
Vinegar  deficient  in  strength  to  the  extent  of  17  per  cent. 

Sale  of  Thymol.-In  the  High  Court,  Calcutta,  on 
September  17,  before  Mr.  Justice  Teunon,  Mr.  Avetoom 
applied  on  behalf  of  Smith,  Stanistreet  &  Co.,  Dalhousie 
Square,  Calcutta,  for  a  rule  calling  on  Mr.  Henry  W. 
Dixon  to  show  cause  why  he  should  not  be  restrained  from 
selling  thymol  and  products  of  ajowan-seeds.  Counsel  said 
thai  defendant  carried  on  business  at  Dehra  Dun,  in  the 
United  Provinces,  under  the  name  and  style  Dixon  Chemi- 
cal Co.  In  1916  an  agreement  ,was  entered  into  between 
the  parties  by  which  the  defendant  appointed  the  plaintiffs 
the  sole  agents  for  the  purpose  of  selling  thymol  and  pro- 
ducts of  ajowan-seeds.  Under  the  agreement  the  defendant 
was  to  supplv  to  the  plaintiffs  400  lb.  of  thymol  a  month. 
In  October  of  that  year  a  representative  of  the  defendant 
came  down  to  Calcutta  and  told  tlie  plaintiffs  that  the 
defendant  could  supply  a  considerably  larger  quantity  than 


400  lb.  if  the  plaintiffs  required  it.  The  plaintiffs  agreed 
to  that.  Under  the  terms  of  the  agreement  the  defendant 
undertook  not  to  sell  these  articles  to  anyone  else  except 
the  plaintiffs  and  to  Government  institutions  at  Dehra 
Dun.  The  plaintiffs  were  now  informed  that  the  defendant 
is  supplying  these  goods  to  others  in  violation  of  the  terms 
of  that  agreement.  Under  these  circumstances  counsel 
asked  for  a  rule  calling  on  the  defendant  to  show  cause 
why  he,  his  servants,  and  agents  should  not  be  restrained 
from  selling  those  articles  to  others.  His  Lordship  issued 
a  rule  as  prayed  for,  making  it  returnable  on  the  first 
motion-day  after  the  reopening  of  the  court.  Subsequently 
Mr.  Avetoom  applied  for  an  interim  injunction,  which  was 
granted. 

Medicine-stamp  Act.— At  Hastings  on  October  25,  Mr. 
H.  C.  Edwardsj  chemist  and  druggist,  18  King's  Road, 
was  summoned  by  the  Board  of  Customs  and  Excise  for 
selling  unstamped  medicines  which  were  liable  to  stamp- 
duty.    There  were  nineteen  summonses  relating  to  pectoral 
balsam,      rheumatic      embrocation,      neuralgia  -  mixture, 
diarrhoea-mixture,    liver-tonic,   bronchitis-cure,  blood-puri- 
fier, eczema-lotion,  "  Invigora,"  and  life  tonic,  the  articles 
being  sold  at  18  King's  Road,  6    Eversfield   Place,  and 
17  Queen's  Road.    Mr.  .C.  H.  Kirby,  London,  defended, 
and  pleaded  guilty  in  all  the  cases  except  that  of  blood- 
purifier.    Mr.  A.  F.  Hubbard,  for  the  Board  of  Customs 
and  Excise,   said  that  a,  letter  had    been  received  from 
defendant,  stating  that  owing  to  depletion  of  his  staff  he 
feared  that  some  unstamped  medicines  had  been  sold  by 
his  girl  assistant.    David  W.  Henson,  who  gave  evidence 
of  purchase,  said  that  none  of  the  purchases  were  made 
from  girls.     In  respect  to  the  blood-purifier,  he  regarded 
blood  that  required  purifying  as  a  form  of  disorder.  For 
the  defence  Mr,  Kirby  said  that  before  any  communication 
was  made  to  him  by  the  Board,  defendant  wrote  to  say 
that  the  irregularities  had  taken  place  with  regard  to  the 
sale  of  medicines,  and  he  wanted  to  put  the  matter  right. 
He  contended  this  was  the  right  method  to  have  adopted. 
Purchases  were  made  at  all  four  shops  on  two  of  the 
busiest  days  of  the  year   at   Hastings.    The   fact  about 
the  depleted  staffs  owing  to  the  war  was  matter  of  common 
knowledge.    His  whole  staff   now  is  eight  for  the  four 
shops ;    before  the  war  it  was  twelve,   including  an  ex- 
perienced stockkeeper,  a  part  of  whose  duty  it  would  have 
been  to  see  that  the  medicines  .were  stamped  before  being 
sent  out.    Mr-.  Edwards,  called  as  a  witness,  said  this  was 
the  first  complaint  that  had  been  made  against  him  during 
the  twenty-five  years  he  had  been  in  business  at  Queen  s 
Road.    He  had  lost  two  assistants,  three  porters,  and  the 
stockkeeper.  His  position  was  similar  to  that  of  a  managing 
director.    He  was  informed  by  his  manager  that  he  was 
not  sure  whether  he  had  sold  some  medicine?  unstamped,  as 
he  had  some  unstamped.    On  being  told  this  he  imme- 
diately telephoned  through  to  his  other  branches,  and  then 
discovered  more  medicines  unstamped,  and  as  it  was  thought 
some  might  have  been  sold  .he  wrote  the  letter  referred  to. 
Previouslv  the  medicines  were  all  packed  at  the  warehouse 
and  stamped  before  being  placed  out  for  sale,  but  now 
they  were  all  stamped  before  being  sent  to  the  branches. 
In  reply-to  the  Bench,  he  said  he  thought  it  a  conscientious 
duty  to  write  to  the  Board  of  Customs  and  Excise  imme- 
diately he  discovered  the  possibility  of  an  offence  having  been 
committed.      Mr.    John  Rodmell,    chemist  and  druggist^ 
manager  of  the  King's  Road  branch,  said  that  he  reported 
to  Mr    Edwards  that  he  found   certain  preparations  un- 
stamped, and  that  he  thought  some  might  have  been  sold. 
He  was  not  aware  that  a  Customs  officer  had  made  any 
purchases  at  the  shop.    The  Bench  said  there  must  be  a 
conviction  in  all  cases,  though  they  were  satisfied  there 
had  been  no   intention  on  the  part  of  the  defendant  or 
any  of  his  managers  to  do    anything   of  a  fraudulent 
character,  but,  on  the  other  hand,  the  Customs  officers  had 
only   done  their  duty  in  bringing  the  matter  before  the 
Court     The  fact  that  Mr.  Edwards  had  been  in _  business 
for  twenty-five  years  without  any  complaint  against  him 
showed  that  every  effort  Was  made  by  him  to  carry  on 
his  business  in  a  proper  way,  and  the  Bench  thought  the 
case  would  be  met  bv  a  fine  of  V.  Is.  on  each  summons- 
197   19s.    On  the  application  of  Mr.  Hubbard,  5/.  5s.  was 
allowed  to  the  prosecution  towards  their   costs,  making 
257.  4s.  in  all. 

Cocaine  in  Prescriptions.— At  Marlborough  Street  Police 
Court  on  October  26,  William  Cooper,  of  Pope,  Roach  & 
Son,  dispensing  chemists,  8  St.  James's  Street.  London, 
S.W..  appeared  before  Mr.  Denman  to  answer  four  sum- 
monses, issued  at  the  instance  of  Detective-Inspector  Curry, 
for  violations  of  the  Defence  of  the  Realm  Regulations  in 
relation  to  the  supply  of  cocaine.  The  first  summons  was 
for  that,  on  June  3,  'at  8  St.  James's  Street,  he  supplied 
to  Mrs.  Gibson,  of  45  Pall  Mall  East,  cocaine,  she  not 
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being  an  authorised  person  within  the  definition  of  para- 
graph 406  of  the  Defence  of  the  Realm  Regulations,  with- 
out complying  with  all  the  conditions  laid,  down  in  sub- 
paragraphs (a)  to  (ej  of  the  said  regulation.    The  second 
summons  was  for  that,  being  a.  deafer  in  cocaine,  he  failed  to 
keep  a  record  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of 
State  of  a.  dealing  in  cocaine  effected  by  him  with  Mrs. 
Gibson  as  required    by    paragraph    8  ot  the  regulations. 
The  third  and  fourth  summonses  were  for  similar  offences 
in  connection  with  the  sale  of  cocaine  on  August  16  to 
Effie  Riley  (address  unknown).    Mr.  H.  Muskett  prosecuted 
for  the  Commissioner  of  Police;  Mr.  Kirby  was  for  the 
defence.    Mr.  Muskett,  opening  the  case,  said  the  Com- 
missioner of  Police  attached  very  considerable  public  im- 
portance to  this  case.    He  had  no  desire  to  aggravate  the 
facts,  but  he  thought  that  when  they  were  stated  his  Wor- 
ship would  agree  that  they  were  a  little  unusual.  His 
Worship  was  aware  of  the  difficulties  and  troubles  which 
had  arisen  owing  to  the  promiscuous  sale  of  cocaine.  Many 
cases  had  been  dealt  with  by  him  which,  he  believed,  had 
been  instrumental  in  enabling  the  authorities  to  lay  down 
regulations  dealing  with  the  sale  of  this  drug.    The  condition 
relevant  to  this  ca.se  was  that  the  drug  should  be  dispensed 
by  a  person  lawfully  authorised  to  dispense,  and  in  accord- 
ance with   the  prescription  of  a  duly  qualified  medical 
practitioner,    dated    and  signed     by    the  medical  prac- 
titioner,   with  his  full  name  and  address  and  qualifica- 
tions, and  the  words  "  Not  to  be  repeated"  on  the  face. 
It  was  also  required  to  be  marked  with  the  date  on  which 
.  it  was  dispensed.  An  Order  of  June  1916  made  it  obligatory 
that  the  name  and  address  of  the  person  dispensing,  as  well 
as  the  date,  should  appear,  and  that  the  prescription  should 
be  kept  upon  the  premises,  open  to  the  inspection  of  any 
person   authorised  for  the  purpose.    He  desired  to  call 
special  attention  to  sub-paragraph  8  of  the  Order,  which 
required  that  every  person  who  dealt  in  the  drug  should 
keep  a  record  in  such  form  as  might  be   required  by  a 
Secretary  of  State,  such  record  to  be  open  to  inspection 
by  any  person  authorised  to  inspect.    The  prescribed  form 
was  embodied  in  a  schedule  of  July  31,  1916,  and  its  use 
was  compulsory.    The  facts   in  this  case,  for  which  Mr. 
Cooper,  the  defendant,  took  Upon  himself  full  responsibility, 
lie  would  briefly  state.    Defendant  was  a  member  of  the 
firm  of  Pope,  Roach  &  Son,  dispensing  chemists,  a  firm 
well  known  in  the  trade  and  by  the  public  at  large  as  a 
highly  reputable  and  respectable  firm,  '  long  established 
There  were  four  summonses  dealing  with  two  transactions 
one  on  June  3  and  the  other  on  August  16,  and  the  causes 
of  complaint  were  in  both  cases  practically  the  same.  Mr. 
Anderson,  a  person  holding  the  authority  of  the  Secretary 
of  State  under  the  regulations,  visited  the  premises  at  8  St. 
James's  Street  on  September  28  for  the  purpose  of  inspectin 
the  records,  entries,  and   prescriptions.    Mr.  Cooper  was 
seen,  and  books,  such  as  they  were,  but  of  which  he  could 
noc  say  much,  were  produced  and  facilities  given  him  for 
inspection.    Defendant  produced  what  at  that  time  passed 
in  the  establishment  as  the  formal  record  ordered  to  be 
kept  bv  the  Secretary  of  State.    It  was  nothing  of  the 
kind,  and  could  not  be  pretended  to  be  anything  of  the 
kind.    A  penny  memorandum-book  appeared  to  be  the  only 
form  in  which  a  record  was  kept,   and  on  the  top  right 
■corner  of  a  page,  as  his  Worshin  would  see,  was  an  entry, 
'  "Mrs.  Gibson.  45  Pall  Mall.  3.6.17."  That  was  not  a  proper 
•entry.    Defendant  also  failed  to  comply  with  the  regula 
"ticns  in  other  material  particular?.    In  the  first  place  the 
prescription  was  initialled  by  somebody,  "  F.  A  W"  There 
"was  no  name  of  the  doctor  whose  prescription  it  was.  no 
address,  no  qualification,  and  it  failed  to  have  on  the  face 
of  it  the  words  "  Not  to  be  repeated."    It  has  since  been 
found  out  that  the  prescription  was  that  of  a  doctor  in 
Gloucester  Road,  South   Kensington,  but  the  record  did 
not  show  that,  and  it  fell  lamentably  short  of  what  the 
regulations  required.    Mr.  Denman  asked  if  it  was  sug- 
gested that  the  cocaine  was  wanted  or  used  for  any  illega 
purpose.    Mr.  Muskett  assured  his  Worship  that  no  sug 
-gestion  of  that  kind  was  made  in  connection  with  either 
of  these  caies.    In  the  second — that  of  Effie  Riley — occurring 
on  August  16,  there  would  be  found  the  most  incomplete 
unsatisfactory,    and  irregular  entry  in  the  memorandum 
book  produced.    When  Mr.    Anderson ,  asked  to-  see.  the 
prescription,   Mr.  Cooper  said  there  was  no  written  pre 
scription  but  it  was  dispensed  on  a  telephone  messa.ge  from 
the  doctor.    Defendant,  however,  had  since  found  a  pre- 
scription relating  to  this  particular  transaction,  but  this  did 
"  not  bear  the  name  of  the  person  for  whom  it  was  pre 
scribed.    Mr.  Kirby,  in  defence,  said  he  thought  he  was 
entitled  to  say.  upon  reading  the  regulation  governing-  these 
cases  as  a  whole,  the  main  provisions  were,  first  of  all,  that 
cocaine  should  not  be  supplied  except  upon  a  prescription 
and,  secondly,  that  steps  should  he  taken  to  p.revent  a  per 
son  getting  a  prescription  made  up  more  than  once.  If 


he  was  right  on  that  point,  he  should  submit  that  the  two 
main  provisions  of  the  regulation  were  complied  with  in 
both  these  cases.  The  defendant  did  supply  the  cocaine 
in  both  cases  upon  a  doctor's  prescription  and  retained  the 
prescription  in  both  cases,  so  that  it  was,  in  fact,  impossible 
for  the  patient  to  obtain  it  a  second  time,  and  he  did  not 
himself  Supply  it  more  than  once.  It  was  quite  true  that 
the  prescriptions  were  themselves  defective  and  not  in 
compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  regulation,  but  he 
should  have  thought  the  doctor  was  responsible  for  that 
and  should  have  been  summoned.  He  was  quite  aware  that 
that  did  not  relieve  the  chemist  from  responsibility,  but 
in  mitigation  .of  the  offence  these  facts  should  be  noted. 
First  of  all,  in  tho  case  of  Mrs.  Gibson,  the  prescription 
was  signed  with  the  initials  of  a  doctor  perfectly  well  known 
to  the  defendant  when  he  dispensed  tho  drug  and  a  long 
time  before,  and  if  it  was  desired  to  know  his  name 
defendant  would  supply  it  and  his  address  and  qualifications. 
It  was  true  also  the  date  of  the  prescription  was  given 
as  June  2,  but  the  date  of  dispensing  was  not  given  in 
the  book.  His  Worship  would  also  notice  that  in  this  case 
the  quantity  supplied  was  1  dr.  only  of  the  solution 
of  cocaine  in  castor  oil,  and  it  was  very  unlikely  a  person 
consuming  the  drug  would  take  it  in  that  form.  It  was 
directed  to  be  used  for  "eye-drops.  As  to  Miss  Riley's  case, 
the  quantity  was  small.  Although  he  admitted^  that  his 
client  had  committed  technical  offences,  he  submitted  that 
in  the  circumstances  stated  they  were  not  serious  ones.  Mr. 
Denman  said  no  one  could  doubt  the  importance  of  these 
regulations  being  strictly  adhered  to.  There  were,  in  refer- 
ence to  all  of  them,  three  attitudes  which  might  be  observed 
— that  of  genuine  compliance  with  them,  that  of  deter- 
mined failure  to  comply  with  them,  or  that  of  negligence 
and  carelessness,  a  want  of  proper  attention  to  the  regula- 
tions. In  regard  to  this  particular  regulation,  there  was 
nc  class  of  persons  whose  profession  .was  more  important, 
and  in  which  more  care  and  determination  that  all  the 
conditions  were  complied  with  was  required,  than  that  with 
which  the  defendant  was  connected,  as  they  were  m  the 
position-  of  being  able  to  do  special  harm  by  non-compliance 
with  the  requirements.  He  fined  the  defendant  251.,  and 
two  guineas  costs,  on  each  of  the  summonses  for  selling 
the  cocaine,  and  3s.  costs  on  each  of  the  other  two— 54?.  10s. 
in  all.

That 
scheme  has  done  an  enormous  amount  of  good  to  tho 
rising  generation  by  showing  them  that  '  business '  know- 
ledge is  no  less  necessary  to  success  in  pharmacy  than  is 
science  and  galenical  experience.    Mr.    Holden  will  be 
much  missed  by  pharmacists  of  every  ago  and  grade,  for 
even  to  those  who  did  not  know  him  personally  he  was 
familiar  through  his  unique  and  beneficent  work." 
Mr.  J.  E.  Connor,  J. P.,  Ph.C,  who  has  been  elected  Vice- 
President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland,  was  edu- 
cated at  Coleraine  Aca- 
demical Institution 
and    Newry  Interme- 
diate    S'chool,_  after- 
warcls       going  to 
Edinburgh,    where  _  he 
registered  as  a  medical 
student  at   the  Royal 
College    of  Surgeons. 
His    father,  however, 
was    anxious    that  he 
should  first  qualify  as 
a      pharmac  eutioal 
chemist,  so  as  to  be  in 
a    position    to  assist 
him  in  the  family  busi- 
ness,   so    Mr.    J.  E.

obtained    over  80  per 

cent,  at  the  examination.  Public  and  private  duties  at 
home  prevented  him  from  continuing  his  medical  studies, 
and  at  present  he  occupies  a  prominent  position  in  his 
native  town,  being  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  co.  Down, 
Chairman  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  an  Urban 
Councillor  for  the  Township  of  Warrenpoint,  where  he  has 
his  private  residence.  His  family  has  long  been  connected 
with  the  medical  profession.  In  1826  his  grand  uncle,  Dr. 
Patrick  Connor,  established  the  present  business,  now 
known  under  the  title  of  S.  Connor  &  Sons.  His  father 
Dr.  S.  Connor,  J. P.,  having  abandoned  the  medical  pro- 
fession shortly  after  he  had  taken  over  the  pharmacy 
from  his  uncle,  became  one  of  the  most  prominent  figures 
in  the  commercial  life  of  Newry,  and  succeeded  in  building 
up  a  business  which  became  known  throughout  the  whole 
of  Ireland.

Beitish  Dyes. 

Sir  A.  Stanley,  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  stated 
in  the  House  of  Commons  on  October  29  that  the  whole 
question  of  increasing  the  production  of  dyes  in  this 
country  is  under  consideration. 

Educational  Committees. 
Dr.  Addison  stated  in  the  House  of  Commons  on  Octo- 
ber 29  that  the  Educational  Committees  at  present  con- 
stituted are  (1)  Committee  on  the  Teaching  of  Science, 

(2)  Committee  on  the  Teaching  of  Modern  Languages,  and 

(3)  Committee  on  Adult  ' Education. 

Wae  Expenditure. 
The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  stated  in  the  House  of 
Commons  on  October  30  that  the  average  daily  war  expendi- 
ture from  July  22  to  September  29  was  '6,414,000/.,  or 
from  the  beginning,  of  the  financial  year  to  September  29, 
6,648,0002.  daily.  A  supplementary  Vote  of  Credit  was 
voted  of  a  sum  not  exceeding  400,000,000?. 

Supply  of  Fertilisers. 
Sir  Richard  Winfrey,  representing  the  Board  of  Agricul- 
ture, stated  in  the  House  of  Commons  on  October  24  that 
the  output  cf  basic  slag  during  the  year  ending  May  31, 
1918,  will  amount  to  at  least.  500,000  tons,  compared  with 
under  400,000  tons  in  the  preceding  season.  The  supply  of 
sulphate  of  ammonia  for  agricultural  purposes  is  likely  to 
amount  to  190,000  tons  during-  the  present  season,  as  against 
150,000  tons  last  year. 

Chemical  Trades  Committee. 

In  reply  to  a  question  as  to  whether  there  is  a  British 
chemist  on  the  Chemical  Trades  (Advisory)  Committee, 
Dr.  Addison  stated  on  October  29  that  the  Committee  was 
appointed  to  consider  the  best  methods  of  establishing 
advisory  relations  between  the  Ministry  of  Reconstruction 
and  the  chemical  trades,  .and  it  is  about  to  issue  its  Report. 
It  contains  among  its  members  Dr.  Charles  Carpenter, 
D.Sc,  and  Professor  J.  G.  Lawn,  and  the-  following  manu- 
facturing chemists,  whose  names  were  suggested  by  the 
Advisory  Council  of  the  Association  of  British  Chemical 
Manufacturers :  Sir  William  Pearce,  M.P.  ;  Right  Hon. 
J.  W.  Wilson,  M.P. ;  and  Mr.  J.  F.  Brunrier,  M.P. 
Sphagnum  Moss. 

Mr.  Coote  .asked  the  President  of  the  Beard  "of  Trade  on 
October  25  if  he  will  consider  the  possibility  of  permitting 
the  collectors  of  sphagnum  moss  to  have  their  collections 
carried  over  the  railways  of  the  United  Kingdom  free  of 
charge  to  the  military  hospitals  requiring  the  same,  on 
the  same  principle  as  fruit  and  vegetables  are  carried  to 
the  Fleet. 

The  Parliamentary  Secretary  to  the  Board  of  Trade  (Mr. 
Wardle)  stated  in  reply  that  the  Railway  Executive  Com- 
mittee have  already  considered  applications  for  the  free 
conveyance  of  sphagnum  moss,  but  it  has  not-  been  found 
possible  to  grant  exceptional  treatment  to  this  traffic. 
Enemy  Patents  and  Trade-marks. 

Sir  Richard  Cooper  on  October  29  asked  the  President 
of  tho  Board  of  Trade  whether  trade-marks  and  patents 
of  enemy  businesses  that  have  been  sold  or  are  being 
wound  up  by  the  Government  have  been  definitely  cancelled 
or  transferred  at  a  price  to  the  British  purchaser;  and,  if 
not,  has  any  step  been  taken  to  prevent  enemy  firms 
continuing  to  work  such  patents  or  trade-marks  in  this 
country  after  the  war? 

Sir  A.  Stanley,  in  reply,  said  as  regards  patents  the 
general  rule  adopted  has  been  that  if  these  are  solely  the 
property  of  the  firm  or  business  being  wound  up,  the  trans- 
ference has  been  allowed  to  the,  bona-fide  purchaser,  except 
where  it  was  desirable  to  retain  control  of  the  patents  in 
the  public  interest.  Patents  not  so  transferred  are  sub- 
ject to  the  Temporary  Rules  Acts,  and  the  Board  have 
power  to  grant  licences  thereunder.  As  regards  trade- 
marks, if  there  is  no  other  objection  transference  has  been 
allowed  where  the  firm  or  concern  being  wound  up  is  not 
a  mere  agency  for  a  firm  in  any  enemy  territory  and  the 
mark  is  not  shared  between  English  and  alien  enemy  firms. 
The  registration  of  some  trade-marks  which  were,  regarded 
as  inherently  bad  has  been  voided.  The  after-war  treat- 
ment of  enemy  property  and  rights,  including  patents  and 
trade-marks,  is  under  the  consideration  of  the  Government.

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Observations  and  Reflections.

41  That  Minority  Report" 

has  little  chance,  judging  from  the 
persistent  official  tone  with  reference  to  it  and  its  sup- 
porters, of  being  fairly  presented,  or  even  of  being  pre- 
sented at  all  as  what  it  really  is— the  deliberate  judgment 
of  an  influential  body  of  panel  chemists.  The  deputa- 
tion may  mention  the  fact  that  there  are  some  dissentients 
from  the  terms  .proposed  by  their  representatives,  but 
while  these  are  regarded  as  disloyal  and  hostile  to  the 
Society,  irresponsible  grumblers  heading  a  revolt  from 
authority,  all  reference  to  their  protest  is  likely  to  be  so 
coloured  as  to  rob  it  of  its  proper  force.  By  acting  as 
they  appear  to  be  acting  our  leaders  are  letting  temper 
triumph  over  statesmanship ;  by  belittling  the  importance 
of  the  dissentients  they  are  minimising  the  force  of  their 
own  case,  and  losing  the  advantage  of  appearing  to  be 
moderators  between  an  extreme  section  of  their  own  body 
and  the  Commissioners.  But  the  Club,  apparently,  must 
be  discountenanced  at  all  costs.  Meantime  it  continues 
to  grow  in  numbers,  and  this  is  just  the  way  to  make  it 
grow.  Mr.  Neathercoat  objects  to  its  title  :  he  may  be 
consoled  to  hear  that  "  Pill  Punchers'  Club  "  has  been 
suggested  as  an  alternative  retaining  the  same  init:als  and 
likely  before  long  to  be  more  appropriate  because  more 
comprehensive. 

Your  Leaderette  on  the  Ministry  of  Health 

forestalls  a  note 

of  mine  on  the  same  subject.  The  Bill  drafted  by  the 
National  Insurance  Organisations  does  not  specifically 
provide  for  the  transference  of  the  Privy  Council's  con- 
trol of  the  Poisons  Schedule  to  the  new  Ministry,  but 
it  is  apparent-'  from  the  Memorandum  formulating  the 
scheme  that  this  transference,  if  not  actually  contem- 
plated, would  be  very  likely  to  follow,  and  quite  probably 
it  might  he  effected  under  an  Act  couched  in  the  terms 
of  this  Bill.  Clause  5  of  the  proposed  Bill  refers  only  to 
the  powers  of  the  Privy  Council  and  of  the  Lord  Presi- 
dent "under  the  Midwives  Act,  1902,"  but  the  Memor- 
andum speaks  of  "  the  Privy  Council  Office  in  its  relation 
to  the  General  Medical  Council  and  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  and  particularly  in  its  relation  to  Midwives,"  as 
among  the  existing  Departments  affected  by  the  scheme, 
and  Clause  7  of  the  Bill  provides  that  "  His  Majesty  may 
by  Order  in  Council  transfer  to  the  Minister  of  Health 
any  pOivers  relating  to  the  treatment  of  the  sick  or  the 
health  of  the  people  now  vested  in  any  Government  De- 
partment "  (the  italics  in  this  quotation  are  mine).  These 
are  large  powers,  and  the  clause  would  almost  certainly 
cover  the  case  of  the  Poisons  Schedule.  You  do  well, 
therefore,  to  call  attention  to  the  matter,  and  I  echo  your 
hope  that  the  Society  is  alive  to  the  danger  of  being 
transferred  from  the  frying-pan  into  the  fire.  It  will  be 
monstrous  if  a  Board  invested  with  such  powers  as  these 
does  not  include  a  representative  of  pharmacy. 

Mr.  Woolley's  Paper  on  Enemy  Patents, 

read    before  the 

Liverpool  Chemists'  Association  on  October  24,  was  a 
model  of  compact  and  lucid  statement  on  a  subject  of 
great  practical  importance.  Mr.  Woolley  anticipated  any 
question  that  might  have  occurred  to  some  inattentive 
auditor  as  to  the  bearing  of  this  matter  upon  the  dispens- 
ing chemist,  and  conclusively  showed  its  relevance  to  our 
business.  The  careless  allowance  of  the  common  German 
practice  of  using  a  trade-mark  (such,  for  instance,  as 
the  name  lanoline)  for  the  virtual  prolongation  of  an 
expired  patent  is  not  only  a  fraud  on  British  manufac- 
turers, but  it  necessitates  the  carrying  in  stock  by  every 
pharmacist  of  a  much  larger  amount  of  the  article  thus 
wrongly  monopolised  than  would  otherwise  be  necessary, 
and  subjects  us  to  endless  difficulties  by  the  multipli- 
cation of  synonyms.  The  evil  is  an  old  one,  not  peculiar 
to  German  goods,  though  Germans  are  much  the  worst 
offenders.  The  sacrosanctity  of  trade-nam.33  has  been 
elevated  into  an  article  of  religious  belief  by  other  than 


German  manufacturers,  and  though  here  and  in  France, 
and  even  in  Germany  itself,  protests  have  frequently  been 
raised  against  the  unreasonable  prolongation  of  rights  in 
such  names,  the  odious  cry  of  "substitution  "  has  every- 
where been  heard  in  defence  of  a  practice  which  even 
when  legal  is  of  doubtful  propriety,  and  when  illegal  is 
a  manifest  abuse. 

The  Grammar  of  Acts  of  Parliament 

is  often  shaky,  even 
when  the  intention  is  unmistakable,  and  sometimes  it 
causes  doubts  as  to  what  is  really  meant.  A  case  in  point 
cropped  up  very  recently  in  the  different  constructions  put 
by  a  police  magistrate  and  counsel  upon  a  clause  in  the 
Act  for  regulating  the  6ale  of  cocaine,  etc.  Another  occurs 
in  Section  3  of  the  Trade-marks  Act,  quoted  in  Mr. 
Woolley's  paper,  and  it  is  a  more  glaring  error  than  the 
one  just  referred  to.  A  "  mark  "  is  defined  as  "  a  devicer 
brand,  heading,  label,  ticket,  name,  signature,  word, 
letter,  numeral,  or  any  combination  thereof."  Any  com- 
bination of  what?  "Thereof"  means  "of  that,"  and 
cannot  be  used  of  any  number  of  things.  Grammatically 
construed,  in  this  sentence  it  would  seem  to  mean  the 
combination  of  a  numeral  only,  but  this  can  hardly  be 
what  was  really  intended  when  the  section  was  drafted. . 

Bacteriology 

is  going  to  be  responsible  for  much  if  Mr. 
Currie  is  correct  in  his  assumption  that  "  there  would  be 
changes  in  the  name  and  nature  of  the  Minor  examination 
to  meet  such  requirements."  I  suppose  that  since  Mr. 
Currie  is  understood  to  be  one  of  the  inner  circle,  there 
may  be  something  in  what  he  says,  but,  on  the  other  hand, 
his  hint  may  simply  be  a  ballon  d'essai  to  see  which 
way  the  wind  is  blowing.  My  own  view  is  that  while 
changes  in  the  Minor  examination  are  desirable,  and  while 
as  complete  a  knowledge  as  possible  of  bacteriology  will 
"be  of  the  greatest  possible  value  to  pharmacists,  it  will 
be  a  horse  of  another  colour  altogether  if  we  are  going 
to  tack  on  a  bacteriological  section  to  our  already  over- 
burdened syllabus.  If  this  is  intended,  the  sooner  a  clear 
statement  be  made  the  better,  in  order  that  it  may  be 
thoroughly  discussed,  for  secret  diplomacy  is  a  back 
number  nowadays,  and  any  move  of  this  kind  must  be 
tabled  in  full  view  of  us  all,  otherwise  it  is  likely  to  come 
to  grief. 

The  Control  of  Potassium  Compounds 

is  doubtless  necessary 
to  ensure  equable  distribution  of  commercial  salts  of  pot- 
assium such  as  are  employed  for  manurial  purposes.  For 
potato-culture  especially  potassium  is  essential,  though  its 
value  is  not  yet  universally  recognised.  One  very  suc- 
cessful cultivator  of  potatoes  on  a  large  scale  tells  me 
that  so  long  as  he  gets  potash  other  growers  can  have  all 
the  ammonia  and  phosphates  so  far  as  he  is  concerned. 
During  the  past  eighteen  months  there  has  been  a  distinct 
shortage  of  potash,  but  now  this  is  so  acute  as  to  require 
the  available  supplies  to  be  as  evenly  distributed  as  pos- 
sible. So  far  as  the  pharmacist  is  concerned,  the  chief 
salt  used  in  medicine,  the  bicarbonate,  is  not  mentioned 
in  the  Order,  so  that  we  are  not  likely  to  be  seriously 
affected  yet  awhile.  The  export  of  potassium  compounds 
has,  of  course,  long  been  prohibited  to  all  countries.

Editorial  Articles. 


Reconstruction  Problems. 

I. — Introductory. 

Reconstruction  may  at  first  sight  appear  rather  a  big 
word  to  use  in  connection  with  the  problems  which 
will  confront  us  as  pharmacists  when  the  war  is  overr 
but  grouped  together  and-  viewed  more  closely  it  will, 
we  think,  be  evident  that  to  deal  fully  with  them  some- 
thing more  than  mere  readjustment  of  old  conditions 
will  be  required,  and  the  larger  term  may  prove  the 
more  appropriate.  Some  of  these  problems  are  purely- 
domestic,  others  affect  more  directly  our  external 
relations.  They  are  not  all  of  equal  urgency,  but  it  is- 
well  to  look  at  them  en  masse,  as  part  of  a  forward 
movement  which  cannot  long  be  delayed  if  pharmacy  is  to 
keep  abreast  with  the  times ;  and  we  are  not  likely  soon 
to  have  another  such  opportunity  of  far-reaching  reform 
as  the  general  reconstruction  of  industry  at  the  con- 
clusion of  the  war  will  afford  us.  We  propose,  there- 
fore, to  devote  a  series  of  articles  to  the  discussion  of 
some  of  the  more  important  questions  which  already 
confront  or  will  in  the  immediate  future  confront  us, 
aild  for  the  reason  given  we  shall  regard  them  all  as" 
parts  of  a  scheme  of  thorough  reconstruction,  such  as  we 
believe  to  be  both  necessary  and  practicable.  Some  of 
these  articles  will  suggest  problems  that  will  need  con- 
sidering by  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  if  they  are  to  be 
carried  into  effect.  The  officers  of  the  Society  have 
reminded  us  several  times  recently  that  the  Society  is  the 
only  body  which  should  have  any  direct  dealings  with 
the  Government  on  pharmaceutical  matters,  so  that  one 
may  fairly  assume  a  readiness  to  consider  schemes  of 
improvement.  The  reform  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  may  come  within  the  purview  of  the  problems' 
which  we  are  considering,  and  on  this  account  we  would 
remind  those  members  who  look  upon  the  Society  as 
nearly  sacrosanct  that  reform  can  only  come  from  out- 
side. The  claims  that  the  Council  should  never  be 
criticised,  and  that  it  can  be  moulded  into  any  form 
the  members  desire,  are  not  to  be  considered  too 
seriously.  A  Government  could  not  exist  without  an 
Opposition  unless  ifc  is  autocratic,  but  as  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  claims  to  be  democratic  it  follows 
that  there  must  be  some  force  in  the  nature  of  an  Oppo- 
sition. It  would  be  easier  for  the  officials  if  the 
members  would  adopt  the  attitude  of  shut  eyes  and 
open  mouths,  but  the  blight  of  officialism  would  soon 
ensure  the  end  of  the  whole  pharmaceutical  organisation. 
Transition  problems  should  be  engaging  earnestly  the 
attention  of  the  Council  and  the  permanent  staff,  and 
it  is  as  well  to  state  definitely  that  so  far  no  indications 
have  been  given  to  the  outer  world  that  the  magnitude- 
of  the  problems  before  pharmacy  is  appreciated.  The 
Council  has  even  recently  acquiesced  in  an  arrangement 
for  a  part-time  Secretary.  The  "  parish  pump  coun- 
cillor points  with  pride  to  the  fact  that  the  Society  in 
this  way  is  saving  five  hundred  pounds  a  year,  but  the 
loss  to  pharmacy  by  the  neglect  of  the  duties  of  the 
Secretary's  office  may  mean  enormous  disadvantages  at 
the  present  time.  The  money  should  rather  be  spent 
in  obtaining  additional  help  to  ensure  that,  the  interests 
of  the  Society  do  not  suffer.  A  glance  at  the  by-laws 
shows  that  it  was  never  contemplated  that  the  Secretary's 
office  should  be  put  into  commission.  His  duties  are 
defined  even  down  to  keeping  the  books  "  in  a  neat  and 
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orderly  manner."  In  the  original  by-laws  he  was  re- 
quired to  be  in  attendance  from  9.30  a.m.  to  5  p.m.,  and 
on  Saturdays  was  to  transact  any  of  the  Society's 
business  which  was  required  to  be  done  outdoors.  These 
by-laws  were  devised  when  the  membership  was  under 
2,000,  and  it  is  fair  to  suppose  that  the  responsibilities 
of  the  office  have  increased  now  that  the  membership 
is  four  times  as  large.  It  needs  now  the  exercise  of  all 
the  energy  of  the  Society's  officials  for  the  good  of 
pharmacy.  There  we  leave  the  matter  for  the  moment. 
In  regard  to  the  reforms  which  are  needed  in  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  we  invite  suggestions  from  our 
■readers  so  that  these  can  be  considered  and  put  forward 
in  an.  article  dealing  with  this  important  question.  One 
of  the  greatest  services  which  can  be  rendered  to  the 
Society  is  to  suggest  in  a  serious  spirit  improvements 
in  its  aims  and  organisation.  Even  the  most  submissive 
member  need  not  be  afraid  to  intimate  that  in  His 
opinion  some  of  the ,  golden  facets,  of  the  machine  rfted 
a  little  extra  polish  to  make  the  working  nearer 
perfection. 

State  Control  of  Trade. 

It  has  been  evident  for  several  months  past  that  the 
indignation  of  merchants  throughout  the  United  King- 
dom against  what  they  consider  the  unnecessary  inter- 
ference of  the  Government  with  trade  would  reach  a 
culminating  point,  and  last  week  numerous  meetings  of 
protest  were  held  in  commercial  centres  such  as  London, 
Liverpool,  Swansea,  and  Birmingham.  The  meeting- 
held  in  London  was  at  Cannon  Street-  Hotel,  on 
Thursday,  October  25,  when  a  body  of  from  four  hundred 
to  five  hundred  merchants  overflowed  the  Great  Hall  to 
consider  a  resolution  supporting  the  protest  of  the  Mer- 
chants' Committee  of  the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce 
against  the  methods  adopted  by  the  Government  Depart- 
ments in  controlling  and  restricting  trade,  which  had  had 
"  the  effect  of  diminishing  available  supplies  from  sources 
at  home  and  abroad,  and  of  raising  the  prices  of  necessary 
commodities."  The  resolution,  which  was  unanimously 
adopted,,  also  urged — 

(a)  That  Government  should  cease  to  act  as  trading  inter- 
mediary between  producers  ■  and  consumers,  but  should 
utilise  to  the  fullest  extent  the  services  of  the  business 
community. 

(6)  That  to  this  end  merchants  should  be  encouraged  to 
continue  to  carry  or  import  stocks  of  commodities  essential 
to  this  country. 

•  (c)  That,  so  far  as  any  control  of  imports  and  exports 
is  concerned,  the  quantities  allowed  should  as  far  as  possible 
bo  based  upon  a  fair  allocation  of  quantities  among  mer- 
chants dealing  in  particular  articles,  after  consultation  with 
representative  trade  organisations.  Permits  should  only  be 
granted  to  British  and  Allied  subjects  who  are  legitimate 
merchants  and  importers  to  the  trade  involved. 

(d)  That  the  various  control  departments  should  be  co- 
ordinated so  far  as  to  secure  a  uniform  system  on  questions 
of  principle  and  to  obviate  present  delays  in  dealing  with 
licences  and  permits. 

(e)  That  control"  departments  should  in  all  oases  be 
assisted  by  representative  business  men  nominated  by  their 
respective  trades. 

(/)  That  steps  be  taken  to  represent  to  the  Government, 
to  members  of  Parliament,  and  the  public  generally  the 
views  set  out  in  the  Report  of  this  Committee. 

Some  very  effective  points  against  the  methods  of  the 
Government  were  made  by  various  speakers,  who 
dealt  mostly  with  the  metal,  iron,  and  leather  trades. 
One  of  the  chief  grievances  against  the  Government 
Departments  is  the  entire  lack  of  technical  knowledge  dis- 
played by  those  in  control,  and  this  has  led  to  some 
ludicrous  situations  and  an  inevitable  loss  of  trade. 
What  the  merchants  want  is  that  business  men  from 
each  trade  should  be  appointed  Controllers,  such 
men  to  be  responsible  to  the  Government  and  the 
other  members  of  their  trade.  Undoubtedly,  vexa- 
tious restrictions  on  the  conduct  of  trade  are  being 
added  to  daily,  and  the  intervention  of  the  Government 
between  producers  and  ■  consumers  is  creating  a  critical 
situation — e.g. ,  last  week  we  were  informed  that  all 
trading  in  acetic  acid  is  stopped,  and  regular  importers 
are  not  allowed  to  bring  further  supplies  to  this  country. 


This  means  the  dislocation  of  trade  amounting  to  between 
300,000?.  and  400,000?.  per  annum ;  and  as  the  Govern- 
ment will  probably  do  its  own  buying  abroad,  it  goes 
without  saying  that  nothing  will  raise  the  price  more 
quickly  at  the  source  when  this  becomes  known.  Whilst 
assuming   it  to   be  the  intention  of  the  Government 
to  grant  licences  to  certain  merchants  to  import  acetic 
acid,  we   cannot  help  thinking  that  any  serious  delay 
in  this  direction  is  bound  to   result  in    the  present 
limited  stocks  becoming  depleted,  and  possibly  exhausted, 
thereby  causing  stoppage  of   work  in  many  industries 
where  this  product  is  an  absolute  necessity.      It  seems 
to  us  that  it  would  not  be  detrimental  to  the  Government's 
policy  if  limited  quantities,  sufficient  for  urgent  industrial 
requirements,  were  permitted  to  be  imported  in  order  to 
guard  against  any   shortage,  and  we  earnestly  recom- 
mend   the    authorities    to    take    the    necessary  steps 
immediately  to  prevent  any    such  contingency  arising. 
The  Government  could  readily  obtain  from  the  leading 
merchants  reliable   indications  as  to  the  various  trade 
requirements,  and   if    the  right  spirit  of  co-operation 
were  shown  by  all  parties  concerned,  we  feel  confident 
that  arrangements  could  be  made  to  ensure  a  Smoother 
working  of  business.    In  these  critical  times  the  Govern- 
ment would  undoubtedly  gain  much  by  inviting  the  loyal 
co-operation  of  merchants  to  assist  them  in  framing  and 
carrying  out  their  policy  instead  of  adopting  measures 
which  seem  destined  to  undermine  the  foundation  upon 
which    legitimate    trading    rests.      It    is,    of  course, 
essential  that  the   State  must  control  many  industries 
to    carry  on   the   war  successfully,    but  the  situation 
is    now     such    that    interference    has    developed  in 
many    directions    where    it    was  least   necessary,  and 
there  is  a  deeply  rooted  resentment,  as  many  merchants 
have    been   driven    out    of  business,   the  Government 
believing   that  their    services   can  be   dispensed  with. 
Among  the  articles  which  the  Government  control  we 
may  instance  quinine,  phenacetin,  glycerin,  formaldehyde, 
bleaching-powder,  sulphur,  lead  compounds,  acetic  acid, 
tanning-materials,    sodium   nitrate,   fixed    oils    and  oil 
seeds,    potash  compounds,   superphosphates,   sugar,  fer- 
tilisers, feeding-stuffs,  copra,  rubber,  tobacco,  alcohol,  and 
many  others.    In  a  number  of  instances  they  allow  busi- 
ness to  be  done  at  "fixed  maximum  prices,"  but  the 
trouble  is  there  are  no  sellers  at  the  prices,   and  the 
Government   authorities  are  unable  to  make  up  their 
minds  to  revise  the  prices  more  in  accordance  with  market 
conditions  of  supply  and  demand.      A  common  article 
like  medicinal  castor  oil,  e.g.,  was  fixed  at  88/.  per  ton, 
but  the  market  value  is  something  like  130/.  to  140Z.  per 
ton.      It  is  to  be  hoped  that  as  the  outcome  of  the 
merchants'  protests  a  modification  of  control  will  take 
place  on  more  common-sense  lines,  but  we  have  not  much 
hope  that  this  will  be  done,  as  the  Government  up  to  the 
present  has  in  many  trades  studiously  ignored  the  services 
of  the  merchants,  and  the  action  of  the  controllers  of  the 
various  unco-ordinated  Departments  has  in  many  cases, 
it  is  claimed,  conduced  to  high  prices  and  ultimate  scar- 
city of  commodities. 

Pharmacists  and  Army  Service. 

Much  has  been  written  and  spoken  during  the  past 
three  years  regarding  the  neglect  of  skilled  phar- 
maceutical service  in  the  prosecution  of  the  war.  Only 
pharmacists — and  medical  men  if  they  would  but  own 
it — realise  the  preventable  waste  of  human  life  result- 
ing from  this  neglect,  and  the  authorities  are  still 
obdurate  to  the  recognition  of  pharmacists,  qua  phar- 
macists, in  the  Army.  True,  the  matter  has  been  placed 
before  those  in  authority  by  the  official  body,  but 
apparently  only  in  a  half-hearted  way  and  to  appease 
the  insistent  clamour  of  the  proletariat.  It  has  re- 
mained, therefore,  for  that  Ishmael  of  pharmacy  the 
Progressive  Pharmacy  Club  to  produce  a  considered 
scheme,  and  it  is  detailed  in  No.  2  of  "  Progressive 
Pharmacy  Pamphlets"  just  issued.  The  title  of  the 
latest  brochure  is  "Pharmacy  and  the  Public  Ser- 
vices." but  the  outstanding  feature  is  a  real  live 
Pharmaceutical  Army-Service  Scheme.  After  sum- 
marising the  present-day  Army  Regulations  with  reference 
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to  dispensing  and  compounding,  and  pointing  out  the 
ineptitude  of  the  system,  as  painfully  illustrated  in  the 
Mesopotamia  muddle  (The  Chemist  and  Druggist, 
June  30,  1917,  p.  43),  the  point  is  made  that  medical 
officers  in  the  Army  are  kept  from  their  proper  work 
by  having  to  waste  time  on  medical  requisitions  and 
other  matters  that  could  be  much  better  carried  out  by 
men  with  sound  business  and  pharmaceutical  training.  A 
collation  of  experiences  and  suggestions  has  crystal- 
lised into  a  practical  scheme  of  which  the  following 
are  the  essential  f  eat/ures  : 

(a)  A  pharmaceutical  chemist,  with  the  rank  of  major, 
as  Director  of  Pharmaceutical  Service. 

(6)  An  Assistant-Director,  also  a  pharmaceutical  chemist, 
ranking  as  captain. 

(e)  The  installation  of  pharmaceutical  laboratories  at  all 
base  and  advanced  depots  of  medical  stores,  providing  for 
the  manufacture  and  supply  of  all  ordinary  pharma- 
ceuticals, chemicals,  apparatus,  dressings,  and  medical 
equipment.  The  officer  in  charge  to  be  a  pharmaceutical 
chemist  with  the  rank  of  captain. 

(d)  All  hospital  pharmacies  at  the  base  and  on  the  lines 
of  communication  to  be  in  charge  of  pharmaceutical 
chemists  ranking  as  lieutenants.  There  the  dispensing  of 
all  prescriptions,  the  production  of  most  of  the  aqueous 
B.P.  preparations,  analytical  work,  and  the  maintenance 
and  supply  of  all  medical  and  surgical  appliances  and  dress- 
ings would  be  carried  out.  Each  lieutenant  to  have  three 
assistants — a  warrant  officer,  a  quartermaster-sergeant  (both 
pharmacists),  "and  an  Army  compounder  [for  the  dressings, 
etc.). 

(e)  AU_  field  hospital  pharmacies  to  be  in  charge  of  a 
pharmacist  warrant  officer,  with  quartermaster-sergeants  as 
assistants. 

Present-day  pharmaceutical  requirements  in  the  Navy, 
in  Voluntary  Institutions,  in  County  Asylums,  in  the 
PooT-law  service,  in  the  Prisons  service,  and  in  Provi- 
dent and  other  dispensaries  are  also  dealt  with  in 
the  pamphlet,  incidental  indications  being  given  of  im- 
provements that  might  be  effected.  In  view  of  the 
probable  establishment  of  a  Ministry  of  Health,  phar- 
macists are  urged  to  conserve  their  position  by  support- 
ing, by  agitation  and  every  available  means  of  publicity, 
their  brethren  in  the  public  services.  Altogether  a  sug- 
gestive and  stimulating  production,  which  might  be 
studied  with  profit  by  all  thinking  pharmacists.

Qualitative  Analysis. 
A  Mixt-cee  of .  not  more  than  three  salts  will  form  the  subject 
of  the  next  exercise  in  qualitative  analysis.  The  mixture  will 
oomprise  acids  and  inorganic  bases  occurring  in  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia,  and  is  to  be  submitted  ,to  a  thorough  systematic 
examination,  all  its  constituents  are  to  be  detected,  and  proof  is 
to  be  given  that  the  substances  detected  are  the  only  constituents 
of  the  mixture. 

Students'  applications  for  portions  of  the  mixture  of  salts 
(accompanied  by  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope,  not  a  stamp 
merely)  will  be  received  up  to  Tuesday,  November  6,  on  which 
day  the  samples  will  be  posted.  Students'  'reports  will  be  "re- 
ceived up  to  Saturday,  November  17.  Each  report  should  contain 
a  concise  account  of  the  ■  work  done,  and  should  include  a  list 
of  the  constituents  detected.  In  this  list  anv  substance  regarded 
as  an  accidental  impurity  should  be  distinguished  from  the 
essential  constituents  of  the  salts  composing  the  mixture. 

The  analysis  announced  abov  forms  the  opening  exercise  in 
The  Analytical  Tournament 
for  the  current  winter  session.  Students  may  forward  six 
stamped  addressed  envelopes  (marked  on  the  top  "  Corner  for 
Students"),  to  be  utilised  month  by  month  for  the  "salts." 
We  offer  special  certificates  and  prizes  for  the  best  series  of 
reports  submitted  on  the  exercises  to  be  set  from  November 
1917  to  April  1918  inclusive.  The  awards  will  be  made  to  the 
students  who  obtain  the  highest  aggregates  of  mark6  for  their 
Teports  upon  the  whole  six  exercises,  and  will  comprise  : 

First  Prize.— Certificate  of  honour  and  books  to  the  value  of 

two  guineas.

A  Meeting  of  the  Executive  was  held  at  36  York  Place, 
Edinburgh,  on  October  24,  Mr.  David  Gilmour  in  the  chair. 
There  were  also  present  Messrs.  Cowie,  A.  Currie,  W.  L. 
Currie,  Drummond,  Fisher,  Forbes,  Giles,  Glass,  Guthrie, 
Jack,  Marshall,  and  Nesbit. 

Nomination  of  Examinees. — The  Executive  unanimously 
agreed 

That  Dr.  Leonard  Dobbin,  Edinburgh ;  Dr.  William  Gardner 
Smith,  Edinburgh ;  Dr.  .  James  Fowler  Tocher,  Aberdeen ;  Peter 
Boa,  Edinburgh;  Jonathan  Ihnes"  Fraser,  Edinburgh;  John 
Gilmour,  Dunfermline;  Henry  Stout,  Edinburgh;  and  Thomas 
Wilson,  Burntisland,  be  nominated  for  election  by  the  Council 
as  members  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  for  Scotland  for  the 
year  1918. 

Divisional  Secretaries. — The  list  of  Divisional  Secretaries 
for  Scotland  for  1918.  was  presented,  the  only  change  being 
Mr.  Norman  M.  Lindsay  for  Peebles  County,  in  room  of 
the  late  Mr.  W.  J.  Sanderson. 

Insurance  Dispensing.— After  arrangements  had  been 
sanctioned  for  evening  meetings  in  December  and  February, 
and  Mr.  J.  H.  Fisher  had  reported  as  delegate  to  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Conference,  matters  relating  to 
National  Health  Insurance  were  brought  forward.  These 
included  the  report  of  the  Scottish  Central  Checking  Bureau 
(O.  &  D.,  October  27,  p.  50) ;  the  movement  in  England  and 
Wales  towards  -better  terms  for  Insurance  dispensing,  and 
the  provision  of  Medical  Benefit  for  invalided  sailors  and 
soldiers  (C.  &  D.,  September  22,  p.  46). 

Venereal  Disease  Act. — It  was  reported  that  the  makers 
of  a  well-known  proprietary  pill  had  revised  the  wording 
of  the  pamphlet  sent  out  with  the  pills  so  that  the  directions 
will  not  offend  against  the  Venereal  Disease  Act.  Bo  far 
no  areas  have  Been  scheduled  in  Scotland  under  Section  1. 

Education. — The  incidence  of  the  Education  Bill  was  con- 
sidered. In  the  reconstruction  of  the  educational  equip- 
ment of  the  country  after  the  war  there  is  also  much 
reason  for  taking  action  to  secure  that  in  any  technical 
training  institutions,  such  as  the  Heriot-Watt  College  in 
Edinburgh,  the  Technical  College  in  Glasgow,  and  Gordon's 
College  in  Aberdeen,  adequate  provision  should  be  made 
for  the  training  of  pharmaceutical  students  for-  the  qualify- 
ing- examinations.  It  was  reported  that  the  Edinburgh 
School  Board  has  already  formulated  a  scheme  setting  up 
three  distinct  schools  for  specialised  teaching,  and  similar 
movements  are  being  considered  in  other  parts  of  the 
country.  It  was  unanimously  agreed  to  appoint  the  follow- 
ing special  Committee  on  Education ;  to  watch  over  this 
question,  and  take  such  action  as  might  be  necessary  to 
see  that  the  point}  raised  were  fully  dea.lt  with — namely, 
the  Chairman  and  Messrs,  Cowie,  A.  Currie,  W.  L.  Currie, 
and  Forbes. 

Sale  of  S.V.M. — Correspondence  was  submitted  with  re- 
ference to  the  restrictions  in  the  supply  of  methylated  spirit 
by  wholesalers.  It  waiS  explained  that  retailers  could  sell 
stocks  in  hand,  but  any  doing  so  must  have  renewed  their 
methylated-spirit  licence. 

Supply  of  Narcotic  DiSUGS. — It  was  stated  that  the 
Defence  of  the  Realm  Act  Regulations  prohibiting  the 
supply  to  men  in  H.M.'s  Forces  of  the  narcotic  drugs  fche- 
duled  under  the-  Army  Council  Order  of  May  11,_  1916, 
have  been  under  consideration  by  medical  practitioners. 
It  was  understood  that  it  is  proposed  to  apply  to  the  Privy 
Council  to  have  these  temporary  restrictions  made  per- 
manent, and  applied  to  the  civil  as  well  as  to  the  naval 
and  military  population. 

Military  Service. — In  connection  with  the  exemption  of 
chemists  from  military  service,  chemists  were  advised  not 
to  sign  agreement  under  the  Volunteer  Force  Order  if  by 
doing  so  they  render  themselves  liable  to  penalties  under 
the  Pharmacy  Acts  and  for  breach  cf  contract  under  the 
National  Insurance  Acts.  The  whole  matter  has  been  re- 
ferred to  Sir  Auckland  Geddes,  the  Director-General  of 
National  Service,  who  has  promised  to  consider  the  question. 
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Associations'  Winter  Session. 


Edinburgh.  —  The  opening  meeting  of  the  winter  session 
of  the  Edinburgh  District  Chemists!  Trade  Association 
was  held  at  36  Xork  Place,  Edinburgh,  on  October  25. 
Mr.  James  Dick  (President)  limited  his  inaugural  address 
to  a  few  points  connected  with  the  work  of  the 
Association.  There  was  evidence  of  renewed  activity, 
and  the  membership  at  the  present  moment  was  stronger 
than  ever  before.  The  Association  had  taken  up 
the  subject  of  earlier  closing  of  shops  before  ifr  was 
dealt  with  by  Parliament,  and  their  action  had  helped 
the  movement.  Every  chemist  was  now  feeling  the 
benefit  of  earlier  closing.  When  the  war  finished 
and  demobilisation  began  they  would  require  as  a  craft 
to  give  special  consideration  to  readjustment  and  re- 
construction. They  could  never  hope  that  those  who  had 
fought  so  well  would  return  to  civil  life  under  the  old  con- 
ditions as  to  remuneration.  The  increased  cost  of  materials 
and  working  expenses  would  necessitate  an  increase  in 
retail  prices  and  in  payment  for  dispensing.  He  suggested 
that  the  Association  might  consider  the  drawing-up  of  a 
scale  of  fixed  prices  for  general  use.  He  invited  the 
members  to  take  an  active  part  in  the  proceedings  of  the 
Association,  so  that  the  varied  opinion  and  advice  of  the 
whole  membership  might  result  in  good  work  being  done. 
Air  Glass  in  moving  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Chairman 
(which  was  cordially  awarded),  said  the  subject  of  the 
education  of  apprentices  would  call  for  coreful  consideration, 
and  the  matter  had  already  been  taken  up  by  the 
Executive  of  the  North  British  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society.  The  question  of  prices  was  also  of  great  prac- 
tical importance  Chemists  in  the  West  of  Scotland  already 
had  a  very  good  list,  and  changes  were  intimated  to  the 
members  from  time  to  time.  Mr.  Peter  Nisbet  opened  an 
interesting  discussion  on  the  retail  prices  of  patents  and 
proprietary  articles.  The  discussion  was  taken  part  m  by 
Messrs.  Adamson,  Brown,  Dawson,  Dick  Duncan  Fmlay, 
Glass  Kelly,  Macpherson,  Noble,  and  Reid.  and  it  was 
unanimously  agreed  that  all  patent  med .ernes  and  Pro- 
prietary articles  should  be  sold  at  face  value ;  that  all 
patents  and.  proprietary  articles  should  show  at  least  a 
minimum  profit  of  25  per  cent.,  toilet-articles ,334  .per  cent., 
an  the  retail  price;  and  that  other  Scottish  Associations  be 
asked  to  support  an  effort  to  attain  this  end  The  Seciet ary 
intimated  that  an  interesting  series  of  meetings  foi  the  dis- 
cussion of  subjects  of  general  interest  to  the  craft  was  bemg 

a  Exeter.- At  a  meeting  of  the  Exeter  and  District  Phar- 
maceutical Association  on  October  26,  Mr.  Eric  Lemmon 
Chairman,)  "said  the  effort  to  arrange  . a  general  dmner- 
rour  closing  of  chemists' .shops  in  the  c.ty f  had  been  aban- 
doned for  the  present,  m  consequence  of  the  failure  to 
secure  unanimity*  The  new  law  effecting  the  sale  of  reme- 
dies for  venereal  diseases  was  explained  by  Mi.  .Fmlip  X. 
Rowsell,  who  said  that  although  Devon  and  Exeter  were 
not  at  present  prescribed  areas,  chemists  would  be  we 
advised  to  act  from  the  first  as  though  they  were.  In 
scheduled  areas  chemists  must  not  sell  any  remedies  they 
knew  were  to  be  used  for  venereal  diseases,  nor  mu,t  they 
label,  recommend,  or  advertise  such  It  was  decided  to 
support  the  Parliamentary  Fund  as  before,  the  Hon  Secre- 
tary (Mr  F  W.  Vinden)  undertaking  to  approach  indi- 
vidual members  for  subscriptions.  The  Chairman,  and 
others  questioned  the  value  of  Parliamentary  representation, 
but  Mr.  Rowsell  said  other  organisations  had  proved  its 
value,  and  but  for  the  work  of  Mr.  Glyn- Jones  in  Parlia- 
ment the  position  of  chemists  under  the  Act  dealing  with 
venereal  diseases  might  have  been  much  worse.  It  was 
decided,  in  response  to  a  resolution  from  the  .Devon 
Pharmaceutical  Association,  that  members  should  pay  an 
annual  subscription  of  2s.  6d.  to  the  county  Association,  and 
receive  gratuitously  the  minimum  retail-price  list  through 
the  local  Association.  The  meeting  endorsed  the  view  of 
the  Dublin  Retail  Drug  Association  that  the  war-time 
changes  of  price  for  proprietary  articles  adversely;  affected 
retailers,  whose  percentage  of  profit  fell  as  their  outlay 
increased,  and  that  unit?d  action  should  be  taken  to  restore 
the  balance. 

Huddersneld.  —The  annual  meeting  of  the  Hudders- 
field  Chemists'  Association  took  place  on  October  29.  The 
Teport  and  balance-sheet  showed  a  surplu'.  Mr.  V.  Shaw 
was  reappointed  President,  and  the  following  officers  were 
elected :  Vice-Presidents,  Messrs.  Walshaw,  Russell,  Mars- 
den,  Spurr,  and  Stephens;  Hon.  Secretaries,  Messrs.  J. 
Cooper  (general)  and  Pickering  (pharmaceutical) ;  Chamber 
of  Trade  representatives,  the  President  and  General  Secre- 
tary.; representative  to  the  Yorkshire  Federation,  the 
President.      The  Secretary  reported  that  he  had  made 


arrangements  to  hold  the  future  meetings  at  the  rooms 
of  the  Huddersfield  Chamber  of  Trade,  Kirkgate  Buildings. 
On  the  invitation  of  Mr.  Walshaw,  several  members  pro- 
mised to  attend  the  annual .  meeting  of  the  Chamber  on 
November  19.  The  Association  is  now  affiliated  with  the 
Chamber,  which  is  vigorously  carrying  forward  a  scheme 
of  reorganisation  embracing  so  far  as  possible  all  the 
trading  classes  in  the  town. 

lanes  W.E.  .  —A  general  meeting  of  the  North-East 
Lancashire  Chemists'  Association  was  held  on  October  24, 
the  President  (Mr.  R.  Lord  Gifford,  J. P.)  in  the  chair.  A 
discussion  took  place  with  regard  to  the  many  national 
organisations  dealing  with  the  question  of  national  health, 
and  an  opinion  was  expressed  in  favour  of  a  more  concen- 
trated national  health  scheme.  It  was  decided  to  support 
the  establishment  of  a  Ministry  of  Health,  and  to  urge 
the  Government  to  facilitate  early  legislation  on  the  sub- 
ject. In  response  to  an  invitation  from  the  Blackburn 
Juvenile  Employment  Sub-Committee  the  Association  ap- 
pointed Mr.  J.  W.  W.  Openshaw  to  attend  a  Conference 
concerning  juvenile  employment.  The  Secretary  reported 
receipt  of  a  number  of  forms  in  connection  with  the  inquiry 
section  set  up  by  the  Central  Checking  Bureau  for  the  use 
of  chemists  concerned  with  Insurance  dispensing,  and 
intimated  that  each  local  chemist  would  receive  one 
immediately. 

London  (E.).— As  briefly  mentioned  last  week  (C.  &  D., 
October  27,  p.  38);  Mr.  Herbert  Skinner  gave  a  thoughtful 
and  educative  address  on  Microbiology  to  the  members 
of  the  West  Ham,  East  Ham,  and  Metropolitan  Essex 
District  Association  of  Pharmacists  at  the  Progressive 
Pharmacy  Club  on  October  18.  He  pleaded  for  a  larger 
consideration  of  the  subject  in  its  relation  to  the  health 
of  the  community,  and  for  co-operation  to  equip  the  phar- 
macist to  fill  the  post  for  which  his  special  training  pecu- 
liarly fits  him.  He  dealt  with  the  action  of  micro-organisms 
on  articles  in  common  use,  such  as  infants'  foods,  milk, 
and  milk-sugar,  illustrating  his  arguments  with  specimens 
of  the  substances  discussed.  He  then  pointed  out  that  we 
do  not  depend  on  medical  science  for  knowledge  of  drugs, 
but  on  pharmacy,  and  the  same  would  apply  to  micro- 
biology if  only  pharmacists  would  bend  their  specialised 
faculties  to  the  work.  The  pharmacist  is  essentially  an 
experimentalist,  and  if  we  cultivated  a  broader  outlook 
and  gave  a  chance  to  pharmacists  who  showed  a  trend  that 
way,  so  that  they  could  be  trained  in  research-work  as 
affecting  the  whole  realm  of  remedial  medicine,  we  should 
get  many  gratifying  results.  Neither  Ehrlich  nor  Pasteur 
was  a  medical  man.  It  thus  seems  that  in  any  reconstruc- 
tion of  the  syllabus  of  training,  a  niche  must  be  found  for 
some  knowledge  of  microbiology.  Two  questions  may  be 
asked :  First,  Will  it  make  us  better  business  men  ?  and 
second,  Will  it  make  us  better  professional  men  ?  Mr. 
Skinner  thinks  it  will.  Our  business  standing  is  based  on 
our  professional  knowledge,  which  secures  us  .  special  con- 
sideration. For  the  ultimate  standard  by  which  we  shall 
be  judged  is,  what  is  our  value  in  the  economical  welfare 
of  the  State  ?  Some  may  become  millionaires  and  pass 
into  another  class,  but  the  average  working  pharmacist 
must  justify  his  necessity  or  become  a  mere  shopkeeper. 
If  it  pays  better  to  cultivate  pure  trade,  do  it  by  all  means ; 
but  do  not  forget  that  some  of  the  reputation  which  clings 
to  us  as  pharmacists  comes  from  those  who,  working  in  a 
different  sphere,  are  laying  down  the  groundwork  of  a 
pure  pharmaceutical  service.  Had  we  done  this  in.  times 
past  we  should  not  now  be  deploring  our  position  in  the 
Army,  and  certainly  not  be  getting  angry  over  arguments 
on  decimal  points."  The  resultant  will  be  in  the  future 
that  the  living  we  shall  make  will  depend  on  the  applica- 
tion of  our  training  to  work,  in  the  sense  of  effort  to  build 
a  business;  but  the  confidence  of.  the  public,  and  public 
authorities  will  be  commensurate  with  the  training  we  have 
undergone  whereby  character  is  moulded,  and  we  build 
securely  into  the  national  economy  our  positive  value  to 
the  welfare  of  the  State. 

London  (BT.).— The  opening  meeting  of  the  North 
London  Pharmacists'  Association  was  held  on  October  25 
at  the  Progressive  Pharmacy  Club.  The  President  (Mr. 
Hugo  Wolff),  in  his  opening  remarks,  called  attention 
to  the  various  events  since  the  annual  meeting,  notably 
the  death  of  the  first  President.  Mr.  Peter  MacEwan,  to 
whose  memory  the  members  paid  a  tribute.  It  was  agreed 
to  raise  the  subscription  to  (>$.,  so  as  to  cover  nil  costs. 
The  monthly  meetings  are  to  be  held  at  the  Club.  The 
Secretary  called  attention  to  a  circular  issued  bv  the 
London  Executive  to  members  of  the  Association  which  had 
not  received  the  sanction  of  the  Executive  or  even  of  the 
North  London  Association,  therebv  breaking  one  of  the 
rules  of  the  affiliated  Associations  in  interferine-  with  their 
private  arrangements.    Mr.  Melhuish,  of  London  County, 
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had  been  invited  to  attend.  The  feeling  in  the  meeting 
was  unmistakable  that  it  should  not  have  been  done  with- 
out consultation.  The  matter  was  left  in  the  hands  of  Mr. 
Skinner.  Mr.  Hearle  discussed  various  interesting  trade 
topics,  including  local  representation  of  the  P.A.T.A., 
the  incidence  of  the  stamp-duty  arising  out  of  Mr.  Hanna's 
letter  from  Dublin,  starch  powder,  the  position  of  certain 
proprietary  foods  under  the  Controller's  orders,  prices  for 
certain  articles,  etc.  Owing  to  the  late  hour  the  subject  of 
progress  in  pharmacy  was  postponed  to  the  next  meeting  on 
November  8.  It  was  announced  that  North  London  had 
not  only  won  the  Glaxo  Cup  in  the  bowling  competition, 
but  this  was  the  third  year  in  succession  they  had  been 
champions.  They  also  provided  the  winner  of  the  indi- 
vidual championship  in  Mr.  W.  Burgess  Dow. 

London  (S.B.).— The  first*reneral  meeting  of  the  session 
-of  the  South-East  London  Pharmacists'  Association  was 
•held  at  Maitland  House,  Greenwich,  on  October  25, 
Mr.  A.  J.  Wing  (President)  in  the  chair.  The  ques- 
tion of  e,  surplus-skick  list  in  conjunction  with  other 
branches  of  the  County  .Association-  was  discussed,  and 
it  was  decided  to  take  no  action  in  the  matter.  Mr. 
J.  Humphrey  and  Mr.  R.  A.  Keith  then  addressed  the 
meeting  on  the  Progressive  -  Pharmacy  Club,  setting 
forth  in  detail  the  main  objects  of  the  Club,  condi- 
tions of  membership,  and  the  many  ways  in  which  it 
was  hoped  _  that  the  Club  would  benefit  pharmacv 
and  pharmacists  on  the  social  side,  the  business  side,  and 
the  political  side.  Mr.  Humphrey  said  that  the  success 
of  the  Club  was  assured,  upwards  of  a  hundred  and  fifty 
members  having  joined,  and  their  number  was  being  added 
to  daily.  A  discussion  followed,  several  questions  being 
answered  by  the  speakers.  The  President,  in  moving  the 
vote  of  thanks  to  Messrs.  Humphrey  and  Keith  (which 
was  unanimously  carried),  announced  his  intention  of 
becoming  a  member  of  the  Club.  Mr.  Siddle  raised  the 
question  of  the  discontinuance  of  the  bonus  payment  for 
window-shows  bv  the  Erasmic  Co.  and  Wright,  Layman  & 
Umney,  and  after  discussion  a  resolution  was  unanimously 
carried  regretting  the  withdrawal  of  the  terms  by  the 
firms  named,  and  urging  them  to  reintroduce  the  scheme, 
and  to  pay  for  the  window-show  in  a  cash  allowance  equal 
to  the  value  of  the  soap  previously  allowed  as  a  pavment 
tor  display.  This  resolution  is  to  be  sent  to  the  County 
becretary  and  to  the  Secretary  of  each  London  district 
Association,  so  that  it  may  secure  the  support  of  the  phar- 
macists in  the  Metropolitan  area. 

Wewport  (Mot,  )._At  the  first  meeting  of  the.  Executive 
of  the  South  Wales  and  Monmouthshire  Federation  of 
Pharmacists  on  October  25,  at  the.  Shaftesbury  Hotel  New- 
port—Mr. Leo  Joseph  (President)  in  the  chair— warm 'appre- 
ciation was  paid  to  the  initiative,  energv,  and  organising 
skill  of  Mr  Benson  Harries,  which  had  resulted  in  the 
formation  of  the  Federation.  Delegates  were  present  from 
Cardiff,  Swansea  Newport,  Merthyr,  and  Monmouth  County 
In  the  evening  the  INewport  Pharmacists'  Association  enter- 
tained the  delegates  and  a  number  of  the  leading 'citizens. 
Mr.  Benson  Harries  (President  of  the  Association)  occupied 
the  chair  and  Mr.  Leo  Joseph,  in  the  course  of  a  stirring- 
address,  dealt  with  the  necessity  for  better  training  for 
pharmacists,  and  expressed  the  hope  that  the  new  Federa- 
tion would  become  a  "live"  organisation  from  a  pro- 
fessional point  of  view,  and  that  the  members  would  be 
able  to  work  economical] v  for  the  benefit  of  'the  citizens 
generally.  _  Their  work  called  for  the  most  exact  training. 
They  renuired  education  and  still  more  education.  Nineteen 
millions  of  prescriptions  were  dispensed  annually  in  Wales 
under  the  National  Insurance  Act,  with  an  infinitesimal 
number  of  complaints.  In  the  work  of  reconstruction  after 
the  war  they  would  have  to  use  all  the  talents,  and  he.  for 
one.  said  confidently  pharmacists,  in  the  practice  of  their 
profession  and  as  citizens  for  the  communal  weal,  would 
not  be  found  wantinsr.  Dr.  Lloyd  Davies  (Chairman  of  the 
Newport  Insurance  Committee)  advocated  State  medical  ser- 
vice under  Civil  Service  conditions.  Thev  had  been 
singularly  lacking  in  research-work  Dr.  Jones  Greer,  who 
was  in  uniform,  wished  the  Federation  everv  success.  Dr. 
Holland  (Principal  of  the  Newport  Technical  Institute)  said 
there  was  no  reason  why  the  profession  should  be  satisfied 
with  the  Minor  examination.  In  Germanv  there  was  a  Re- 
construction Mmistrv.  and  chemists  had  already  Put  forward 
their  particular  business  as  hems?  one  of  tb'e'chief  busi- 
nesses that  must  hold  the  field  at  the  conclusion  of  the  war. 
At  the  Technical  Institute  a  class  in  microbiology  has  been 
arranged  for  pharmaceutical  chemists,  and  it  was  hoped 
to  build  un  a  bacteriological  laboratory.  Mr.  Brinsmead 
Williams,  President  of  the  local  Chamber  of  Trade,  pleaded 
for  shorter  hours  in  chemists'  shops.  He  hoped  the  Pharma- 
cists' Association  would  fall  into  line  with  ofTier  Associa- 
tions by  joining  the  Chamber.      Mr.  A.  Hagon  (Cardiff) 


proposed  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  speakers, 
and  spoke  of  the  more  cordial  feeling  between  pharmacists 
and  doctors  since  the  operation  of  the  Insurance  Act.  There 
were  better  prospects  in  the  craft  than  ever  before,  and 
pharmacy  was  destined  to  occupy  a  more  honourable  posi- 
tion than  ever.  Till  the  Insurance  Act  came  into  operation 
chemists  had  practically  no  prescriptions  to  dispense.  It 
was  only  recently  they  had  come  into  thei^  own.  After  the 
war-  the  ranks  of  the  medical  profession  would  be  thinned, 
and  be  was  wondering  whether  an  agreement  might  not 
be  come  to  between  pharmacists  and  the  medical  profession 
for  the  dispensing  of  all  medicines.  He  asked  the  doctors 
favourably  to  consider  this  suggestion.  Mr.  H.  M.  Lloyd 
(Merthyr)  seconded,  and  Mr.  Harden  (Cardiff)  and  Dr. 
Burpitt  (Schools  Medical  Officer)  supported  the  motion, 
each  paying  tribute  to  the  organising  ability  of  Mr.  Benson 
Harries,  who  had  brought  the  Federation  into  life.  The 
hope  was  expressed  that  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Federa- 
tion at  Swansea,  West  Wales  would  be  included  in  the 
area.  Light  refreshments  were  provided  by  the  Newport 
Association,  and  a  short  musical  programme  was  greatly 
enjoyed. 

Nottingham.— The  opening  meeting  of  the  winter  ses- 
sion of  the  Nottingham  Pharmaceutical  Association  was 
held  at  the  Flying  Horse  Hotel  on  October  17,  Mr.  C.  E. 
Reynolds  (Vice-President)  in  the  chair.    The  death  of  Mr. 
John  O'Dea,  chemist  and  druggist,  was  formally  announced 
by  tho  Chairman,  who  described  him  as  a  typical  Irishman, 
genial,   and  a  great  favourite  among  his  acquaintances. 
Mr.  A.  Norweb  (Joint  Secretary)  reported  on  the  revision 
of  the  Insurance  Dispensing  Tariff  after  which  Mr.  E. 
Eberlin,  J. P.,  gave  a  full  exposition  ol  the  present  position 
and  proposals.    After  referring  to  the  introduction  of  the 
existing  system  of  payment,  he  continued:  "When  the  In- 
surance Act  first  came  into  force  I  myself  was  rather  in 
favour  of  a  general  flat  rate,  but  since  then  I  have  changed 
my  mind.    A  flat  rate  would  have  been  unequal  in  its  inci- 
dence, and  I  think  on  the  whole  some  system  under  which 
we  are  paid  the  mere  cost  of  ingredients  and  dispensmg- 
fee  is  the  better  one.    The  Local  Associations  Committee 
have  had  this  matter  under  consideration  for  some  time, 
and  they  have  collected  a  very  large  and  very  varied  set 
of  figures.    They  have,  in  factt  taken  twelve  typical  areas- 
county  and  borough  areas — and  they  have  investigated  a 
matter  of  some  69,000  or  70,000  prescriptions  from  those 
areas,  and  as  a  result  they  have  drawn  up  a  scheme  which 
they  wish  to  place  before  the  Commissioners  asking  that, 
beginning  with  the  year  1918,  there  should  be  an  extension 
of  the   establishment-charges,   and  that  w©   shall  remain 
under  the  same  scale  with  regard  to  cost   prices.  Now 
comes  the  most  important  suggestion— viz.,  that  a  fee  of 
3j-a.  be  given  in  respect  of  all  compound  drugs,  medica- 
ments, and  preparations,  and  also  all  single  drugs  exhibited 
in  more  than  one  dose.    It  looks  as  if  that  might  bristle 
wiih  many  difficulties,  and  there  may  be  some  difficulties 
anse  there.    Take  a  typical  case— boric  ointment    Is  this 
to  bo  considered  a  single  drug,  or  is  it  to  be  considered  to 
carry  a  higher   dispensing-fee  because  it  is  exhibited  in 
a  number  of  doses?    The  Executive  also  suggest  that  a 
fee  of  2c?.  be  given  in  respect  of  all  single  drugs,  solid 
or  liquid.    1  suppose  a  single  drug  would  refer  to  any 
preparation    in    the    Pharmacopoeia    or    otherwise.  _  For 
instance,  compound  tincture  of  rhubarb  would  be  considered 
a  single  drug.    These  are  the  most  important  proposals, 
and  they  work  out  something  like  this.    It  is  found  from 
these  figures  which  have  been  before  the  Committee  that 
the  remuneration  "yielded  by  these  proposals  would  be  3s. 
per  hour  dispensing-fee — that  is,   including  establishment- 
charge — whereas  at  the  present  time  it  is  2.87f7.    Then  we 
come   to  the  question  of    a  flat    rate.    Well,  obviously, 
under  a  flat-rate  system  there  would  be  many  cases  in  which 
there  would  be  actual  loss,  assuming  that  a  chemist's  ser- 
vices are  worth  3s.  an  hour  and  he  had  been  remunerated 
at  this  rate.      It  is  pretty  obvious  there  would  be'  such 
things  as  filling  of  cachets  or  spreading  plasters,  in  which 
there  would,  be  a  distinct  loss.    When  you  come  to  look  at 
the'  analysis  of  these  prescriptions  which  have  been  before 
the  Local  Associations  Executive,  however,  you  find  that 
the     cases    in    which     such    things    are     ordered  are 
extremely  few,  and  on©  would  have  to  accept  that  loss. 
On  the  other  hand,  you  find  that  the  bulk  of  prescriptions 
dispensed  are  of  the  nature  of  mixtures,  liniments,  and 
lotions,  so  that  I  think  one  can  fairly  say  that  the  sugges- 
tion of  a  flat  rate  for  dispensing  is,  after  all,  fair.  The 
doctors  themselves  aro  on   a  flat  rate.    It   is  quite  con- 
ceivable that  the  doctor 'might  say.  '  One  case  involves  half- 
an-hour's  work:  my  scale  is  inadequate.'  but  the  doctor 
is  willing  to  take  it  on  a  flat  rate,  and  on  the  whole  I 
think  he  is  fairly  well  paid  and  is  fairly_  well  satisfied. 
(Laughter.)    I  think,  therefore,  any  suggestion  of  the  non- 
professional aspect  of  the  flat  rate  falls  particularly  flat. 
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Then  comes  the  question— if  this  system  is  adopted — what 
is  to  become  of  stock  mixtures  ?  Unfortunately  ,at  the 
present  time  we  are  compelled  in  most  areas,  where  tho 
Insurance  Committee  have  accepted  articles,  to  supply  a 
certain  number  of  stock  mixtures,  but  it  is  suggested^  that 
stock  mixtures  be  paid  for  at  the  same  rate  as  ordinary 
dispensing,- and  I  think  that  is  a  perfectly  fair  thing.  _  If 
this  stock-mixture  difficulty  disappears,  then  we  don't  mind 
v;hether  (be  prescription  has  to  be  extemporaneously  pre- 
pared so  long  as  we  are  paid  what  we  consider  an  adequate 
and  fair  rate  of  remuneration.  Then  comes  the  question  of 
appliances.  Instead  of  the  present  system  it  is  suggested 
that  a  profit  of  33-g  per  cent,  should  bo  given  on  cost  price.. 
Now,  that  seems  to  me  a  perfectly  fair  suggestion.  I  am 
not  sure  whether  the  Commissioners  will  accept  that ;  it  is 
rather  a  high  price  to  ask  them  to  pay  in  some  cases,  and 
there  comes  the  difficulty.  If  you  take  a  small  article 
costing  id.,  it  is  not  an  unfair  thing  to  ask  to  be  able  to 
put  on  one-third  pnofit.  In  large  amounts — for  instance,  on 
some  appliances — 33g  per  cent,  profit  would  probably  be 
excessive,  and  it  is  more  than  a  chemist  would  charge  in 
the  ordinary  way  of  business,  and  yet  we  are  asking  tho 
Commissioners  to  allow  us  to  put  33g  per  cent,  on  all  appli- 
ances." After  discussing  the  question  of  "  repeats,"  Mr. 
Eberlin  said  that  on  the  whole  the  proposals  now  sug- 
gested are,  under  present  conditions,  fair  proposals,  and 
as  much  as  we  can  hope  to  get.  According  to  an  estimate 
made  here  they  would  involve  a  further  expenditure  of 
50,000?.  per  annum  for  the  whole  of  the  country,  which, 
together  with  the  30,000?.,  the  amount  already  allowed  for 
establishment-charges,  makes  80,000?.  which  the  Insurance 
Commissioners  would  be  called  upon  to  find  through  the 
Insurance  Societies.  He  thought  the  remuneration  is  very 
much  better  than  was  received  in  the  first  year  of  the 
working  of  the  Insurance_  Act.  Chemists,  at  any_  rate, 
are  not  subject  to  discounting.  Instead  of  being  paid  20s. 
in  the  pound  they  were  paid  17s.,  and  they  are  now  relieved 
of  all  the  arduous  work,  involving  a  great  expenditure  of 
time,  in  pricing  out  prescriptions,  which  is  very  efficiently 
done.  He  considered  it  the  duty  of  the  Association  to 
support  the  Local  Associations  Executive  in  their  endeavour 
to  obtain  these  better  terms  for  us.  He  did  not  think  it 
is  a  wise  course  for  any  outside  body  to  attempt  to  do  it: 
it  will  be  done  much  more  efficiently  by  a  duly  recognised 
body  than  by  any  self-constituted  body  of  men  going  to 
the  Commissioners  and  making  excessive  demands  and 
accompanying  those  demands  with,  intimidating  threats  to 
go  on  strike.  This  is  not  the  time  for  such  threats.  Any 
threat  of  refusal  on  our  part  to  work  would  be  very  injudi- 
cious indeed  at  the  present  time.  The  Chairman  then  read 
the  following  resolution: 

(a)  That  this  Association  highly  deprecates  any  approach 
to  the  National  Insurance  Commissioners  by  chemists 
excepting  through  their  accredited  representatives  in  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society. 

(b)  That  the  Secretarv  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
be  assured  that  he  will  "be  supported  by  this  Association 
in  disavowing  any  other  representation  purporting  to  be 
made  on  behalf  of  the  chemists  of  the  country. 

(c)  That  at  the  same  time  we  have  no  wish  to  discredit 
the  opinions  expressed  by  any  chemists  that  they  should 
obtain  better  terms  than  those  proposed  by  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  and  that  this  should  be  used  as  an 
argument  in  support  of  the  very  moderate  terms  asked  by 
the  Society  from  the  National  Insurance  Commissioners. 

(d)  That  a  copy  of  this  Resolution  be  sent  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

Mr.  Beilby  :  I  really  don't  know  what  "  highly  deprecates  " 
means.  I  should  say  strongly  deprecates.  We  might  as 
well  say  what  we  really  mean.  The  Chairman  moved  the 
resolution.  Mr.  Eberlin :  I  will  second.  I  don't  agree 
with  Mr.  Beilby.  I  think  the  resolution  conveys  what  we 
wish  to  convey.  We  do  deprecate  this  action  on  the  part 
of  irresponsible  people.  Its  tendency  will  be  undoubtedly 
not  only  to  confuse  but  possibly  spoil  the  case  which  we 
have  to  put  before  the  Commissioners.  The  suggestions 
which  this  particular  body — one  might  as  well  be  perfectly 
plain  in  the  matter:  it  is  a  body  calling  itself  the  Progres- 
sive Pharmacy  Club — makes  for  dispensing  are  of  a  very 
complicated  nature.  They  propose  in  on©  of  their  schemes 
that  mixtures  should  be  allowed  a  dispensing-fee  of  Ad., 
ointments,  powders,  etc.,  'Ad.,  pills  and ,  suppositories  6d. 
It  is  obvious  we  should  not  secure  them.  It  is  rather  aim- 
ing at  the  moon.  But  apart  from  whether  theirs  is  a  better 
scale,  the  Commissioners  would  say,  "  You  seem  to  be 
divided ;  we  had  better  leave  the  matter  as  it  is  for  the 
present  until  you  come  to  some  agreement."  Mr.  Beilby 
supported  the  resolution,  which  was  carried  unanimously. 

Reig-ate.  —The  sixth  annual  meeting  of  the  Reigate, 
Redhill,  and  District  Pharmacist'  Association  was  held  on 


October  24  at  the  White  Hart  Hotel,  Reigate,  Mr.  Macrae 
presiding.  The  Treasurer  presented  his  report,  showing  a 
balance  in  hand  of  3?.  3s.  The  Secretary's  report,  giving  & 
resume  of  the  work  of  the  year,  was  also  received  and 
adopted.  The  Association  comprises,  with  one  exception, 
every  pharmacist  in  business  in  the  district.  Office-bearers 
for  the  ensuing  year  were  elected  as  follows:  President,  Mr. 
Rogers  (Reigate) ;  Treasurer,  Mr.  Elford  (Reigate) ;  Secre- 
tary, Mr.  Fowler  (Redhill) ;  Committee,  Messrs.  Dixon, 
Macrae,  Padwick,  and  Pratt. 


Insurance  Act  Dispensing. 

A  Record  of  matters  concerning  Chemists'  interests  in  the  National 
Health  Insurance  Acts, 


Reports  from  Local  Centres. 

Cambridge.— The  Insurance  Committee  met  on  Octo- 
ber 27,  when  two  local  pharmacists  attended — Messrs.  H.  F. 
Cook,  J. P.,  and  S.  F.  Barker.  There  was  very  little  busi- 
ness of  interest  to  pharmacists,  and,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  the 
whole  of  the  agenda  was  cleared  off  in  about  half  an  hour. 

Essex.— The  Insurance  Committee  met  at  River  Plate 
House,  Finsbury  Circus,  London,  E.C.,  on  October  30.  On 
the  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Sub-Committee,  pay- 
ment was  ordered  for  drugs,  etc.,  for  the  quarter  ended 
September  30 — to  practitioners,  881?.  13s.  Ad.  ;  to  chemists, 
3,524?.  16s.  td.  and  811.  2s.  Id.  on  account  of  sanatorium 
benefit.  The  Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee  has  requested 
panel  doctors  to  refrain  from  prescribing  glycerin  or 
syrups  unless  absolutely  necessary.  At  the  suggestion  of 
the  General  Purposes  Sub-Committee,  Mr.  C.  Goode  was 
appointed  a  member  of  the  East  Anglian  Joint  (Pricing  of 
Prescriptions)  Committee,  and  Mr.  J.  H.  Burrows  a  member 
of  the  Executive  Sub-Committee.  Mr.  Goode's  proposed 
alteration  of  the  Medical  Benefit  Regulations,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  removing  the  disability  of  insured  persons  to  obtain 
medicines  from  a  chemist  if  residing  more  than  a  mile 
from  the  pharmacy,  was  referred  to  the  Medical  Benefit 
Sub-Committee. 

Kent.— At  the  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee  at 
Maidstone  on  October  24,  a  '  special  Sub-Committee  was 
appointed— consisting  of  the  Chairmen  and  Vice-chairmen 
of  the  various  Sub-Committees,  with  Mr.  French,  Sittjng- 
bourne  (as  representing  the  county  chemists)— to  consider 
and  negotiate  on  terms  of  service  for  1918.  The  Finance 
Sub-Committee's  report  showed  that  the  amount  provi- 
sionally apportioned  to  the  Drug  Fund  was  23,201?.  2s.  lid., 
from  which  had  heen  met  the  chemists'  accounts,  aggre- 
gating 17177Z.  12s.  Ad.,  and  the  doctors'  drug  accounts, 
amounting  to  4,204?.  6s.  The  resolution  of  the  Manchester 
Insurance  Committee  with  regard  to  the  supply  of  glycerin 
was  adopted— viz.,  "  That  this  Committee  views  with  alarm 
the  possibility  of  an  insufficient  supply  of  glycerin  for 
medicines  for  insured  persons,  and  that  the  Insurance  Com- 
missioners be  urged  to  take  any  necessary  action  without 
delay  to  ensure  that  an  adequate  supply  of  glycerin  will 
be  available  for  this  purpose."  A  copy  of  the  resolution 
is  to  be  forwarded  to  the  National  Association  of  Insurance 
Committees.  The  Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee  reported 
that  a  copy  of  the  Commissioners'  letter  as  to  the  supply 
of  cocaine  had  been  forwarded  to  the  Panel  and  Pharma- 
ceutical Committees.  A  resolution  of  the  Panel  Committee 
providing  for  the  payment  of  a  late  fee  for  prescrintions 
marked  "  Urgent  "  by  the  doctor,  and  dispensed  cTuring 
closing-hours  on  Sunday,  was  adopted,  but  is  to  be  referred 
to  the  Commissioners  for  their  approval  of  the  intended 
payment.  The  following  alterations  in  the  panel  list  were 
reported :  Hythe  Borough— Harcombe  Cuff,  Ltd..  High 
Street,  vice  Mr.  R.  Lemmon :  Erith  (addition) — Knowles, 
Fletcher  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  7  Bexley  Road,  Belvedere. 

London.— At  the  monthlv  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee on  October  24  (C.  &  T>.,  October  27,  p.  50),  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Finance  Committee,  pavment  was 
ordered  of  chemists'  accounts  amounting  to  127,330?.  13s.  Qd., 
including  6,025?.  Is.  lid.  for  the  current  vear.  The  Sana- 
torium Benefit  Sub-Committee's  estimate  for  drugs  and 
appliances  for  the  ensuing  year  amounts  to  3,000?. 

Middlesex-  —The  Pharmaceutical  Committee  met  at  the 
Progressive  Pharmacy  Club  on  October  24,  Mr.  Herbert 
Skinner  in  the  chair.  Reports  on  the  Tariff  were  presented 
and  discussed.  The  Checking  Supervisor  reported  that  the 
pricing  of  prescriptions  had  been  done  satisfactorily.  The 
minimum  statistical  data  for  the  six  months  ended  June  30 
showed  that  there  had  been  461,837  prescriptions,  at  an 
average  total  cost  of  5.82(7.  per  prescription  ;  the  average 
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ingredient-price  was  2.963.,  and  the  average  dispensing-fee 
was  2.863.,  while  the  average  cost  per  insured  person  was 
8.18(2.  Reassessment  of  prices  for  the  first  quarter  of  1917 
showed  that  an  addition  of  11.28  per  cent,  would  be 
necessary  to  bring  the  rate  of  payment  up  to  the  1915  level. 
This^  was  a  slight  improvement  on  the  1916  figures,  which 
required  an  addition  of  12.25  per  cent.  No  change  had  yet 
taken  place  in  the  method  of  pricing  liniments  not  ordered 
as  "  methylated,"  though  it  was  understood  that  other  areas 
were  benefiting  by  the  protest  made  on  behalf  of 
Middlesex  chemists  early  in  the  present  year.  Attention 
was  directed  to  the  fact  that  proprietaries  were  being 
priced  below  the  fixed  minimum  prices  arranged  by  the 
P.A.T.A.  and  individual  firms,  so  that  chemists  were  being 
compelled  to  break  their  agreements  in  spite  of  themselves. 
It  was  ultimately  agreed  that  a  special  meeting  should  be 
called  when  the  final  negotiations  were  reported  oh,  and 
before  members  were  advised  on  the  new  terms. 

Edinburgh.  —At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee 
on  October  25,  it  was  reported  that  the  amount  paid  to 
chemists  in  respect  of  their  accounts  for  August  was 
283?.  2s.  93.  The  Central  Checking  Bureau's  report  on 
July  prescriptions  was  considered.  In  view  of  the  large 
number  of  prescriptions  with  insufficient  particulars,  it  was 
decided  to  draw  the  attention  of  chemists  to  the  necessity  of 
seeing  that  all  requisite  information  accompanied  the  forms 
to  enable  them  to  be  priced,  and  to  draw  the  attention  of 
doctors  to  the  necessity  of  their  entering  such  details  at 
the  time  of  issuing  the  prescription.  A  letter  was  sub- 
mitted fi'om  Mr.  .lames  Dick,  chemist,  with  reference  to 
prescriptions,  "A"  forms,  which  had  been  sent  through 
the  post  and  were  missing.  It  was  agreed  that  he  should 
be  paid  on  the  "  B"  forms.  A  letter  from  the  Panel  Com- 
mittee, in  reply  to  requests  for  reports  on  representations 
made  to  that  Committee  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee, 
was  submitted  to  the  Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee.  The 
Clerk  was  instructed  to  point  out  to  the  Panel  Committee 
certain  inaccuracies  contained  in  the  letter  and  to  ask  again 
for  the  reports,  stating  that  in  the  event  of  these  not  being 
forthcoming  the  Insurance  Committee  must  consider  its 
position  with  reference  to  the  Panel  Committee. 

Stirling'.  — The  Burgh  Insurance  Committee  is  paying  an 
advance  to  the  doctors  for  the  quarter  to  September  1917 
at  the  rate  of  Is.  53.  per  head  and  payment  on  account  to 
chemists  of  93.  per  prescription  for  July,  August,  and  Sep- 
tember. 

WAX.ES. 

Glamorgan.— At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee, 
held  at  Cardiff  on  October  25  (Mr.  W.  P.  Nicholas  in  the 
chair),  Alderman  the  Rev,  D.  H.  Williams  intimated  that 
the  Committee  had  settled  with  the  doctors  to  the  end  of 
1915,  and  doctors  and  institutions  had  only  been  paid  "  on 
account "  for  1916.  The  Committee's  income  for  the  year 
had  not  been  notified,  and  therefore  it  was  not  possible 
to  effect  a  final  settlement.  The  chemists  had  been  paid  in 
full  for  1915,  and  they  had  accepted  an  emergency  settle- 
ment of  85  per  cent,  for  1914.  They  had  been  paid  77^  per 
cent,  in  1915,  and  this  had  exhausted  the  available  fund. 
The  chemists  had  also  been  paid  in  full  for  1916  under  the 
new  commercial  Tariff — the  Treasury  undertaking  to  make 
good  any  deficiency  in  the  Drug  Fund — .and  in  full  up  to 
August  1917.  They  had  also  received  a  payment  on  account 
for  September. 

Notes. 

Complaint  against  a  Doctor.— The  National  Health  In- 
surance Commission  (England),  referring  to  the  report  of 
the  Inquiry  Committee  constituted  under  Part  VI.  of  the 
Medical  Benefit  Regulations,  1913,  to  inquire  into  the  case 
of  Dr.  William  Hamilton,  L.R.C.P.,  L.R.C.S.,  of  95  Wall- 
gate,  Wigan,  state  that  owing  to  the  inability  of  the  Lanca- 
shire Insurance  Committee  to  produce  the  necessary  evidence 
the  inquiry  proved  abortive,  and  accordingly  they  do 
not  propose  to  take  any  further  action  in  the  matter.  It 
is  a  matter  for  regret,  state  the  Commissioners,  that  in  the 
circumstances  the  inquiry  was  allowed  to  proceed  to  a 
hearing.- 

Methylated  Liniments.— It  would  be  well  for  the  various 
Pharmaceutical  Committees,  where  the  rectified  liniments 
are  dispensed,  to  make  quite  sure  that  these  are  not  bein«- 
priced  by  the  Bureaus  as  methylated  liniments  owing  to 
the  advice  given  by  the  Commissioners  that  when  no 
arrangements  have  been  made  the  methylated  should  be 
dispensed.  Some  of  the  pricing  officials  have  taken 
this  incorrectly  as  an  Order  that  in  all  circumstances  only 
methylated  liniments  are  to  be  allowed  for,  no  matter  what 
arrangements  have  been  arrived  at  by  the  various  Com- 
mittees. If  this  matter  is  not  checked,  it  will  result  in  a 
serious  loss  to  panel  chemists. 


Trade  Report. 

The  prices  given  in  this  section  are  those  obtained  by  importers  or 
manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  To  these 
prices  various  charges  have  to  be  added,  whereby  Vaiues  aie  in 
many  instances  greatly  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers 
receive  the  goods  into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  be 
incurred  in  garbling  and  the  like.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
oils,  and  many  other  commodities  vary  greatly,  and  higher 
prices  than  those  here  quoted  are  charged  for  selected  qualities 
of  natural  products  even  in  bulk  quantities.  As  a  result  of, 
the  War  wholesale  houses  have  had  to  contend  with  many 
fresh  difficulties,  some  of  which  have  involved  greatly  increased 
expenses.  Shortage  of  labour  with  higher  wages  (equal  to 
almost  double  pre-war  rates)  has  a  direct  effect  upon  values  oil 
goods,  as  also  have  railway  carriage,  freights,  cartage,  and! 
other  charges.  The  foregoing  anl  other  incidental  outlayf> 
prevent  retail  buyers  purchasing  at  the  market  prices  quo*  tj 
here.

Although  the  markets  generally  remain  quiet,  there  is  no 
cessation  in  the  upward  tendency  of  values  of  drugs  and 
chemicals,  but  there  is  a  weaker  feeling  in  several  of  the 
leading  pharmaceutical  synthetics,  among  which  are  aspirin, 
the  salicylates,  salol,  phenazone,  phenacetin,  and  pnenol- 
phthalein.  Acetanilide  is  dearer ;  hydroquinone,  paraldehyde 
and  pyrogallic  acid  have  a  firmer  tendency.  Santonin  is  9s. 
per  lb.  higher,  and  a  further  rise  of  5s.  has  taken  place 
in  cream  of  tartar.  Among  the  heavier  group  of  chemicals, 
sal  ammoniac  and  muriate  of  ammonia  are  substantially 
higher.  Arsenic  is  still  rising.  Among  drugs  and  essential 
oils,  ipecacuanha  has  been  selling  at  the  recent  advance, 
and  balsam  tolu  continues  scarce  and  is  appreciating  in 
value.  Cape  aloes  is  easier,  and  benzoin  of  all  descriptions 
is  very  scarce.  Clove  oil  is  again  dearer,  likewise  rosemary 
oil;  cassia  is  still  tending  upwards,  and  higher  prices  have 
been  paid  for  citronella.  Among  seeds,  canary,  coriander, 
and  fenugreek  are  dearer.

Platinum. 

The  price  of  platinum,  of  course,  is  extremely  high,  and 
the  demand  for  war  purposes  is  an  important  factor.  The 
great  difficulty  in  getting  hold  of  supplies  from  Russia, 
the  leading  world's  producer,  is  making  itself  felt  keenly. 
At  the  same  time,  however,  no  efforts  are  being  neglected 
in  other  parts  of  the  world  where  deposits  exist.  There 
has  been  a  good  deal  of  prospecting  in  Colombia,  where 
deposits  have  been  traced  in  the  stream  gravels  and  in  the 
high  gravels  for  long  distances  on  the  Atrato  and  San 
Juan  Rivers  in  the  Department  of  Choco.  The  most  pro- 
mising enterprise  is  that  of  the  South  American  Gold  and 
Platinum  Co.  along  the  Condoto  River,  while  some  import- 
ance is  attached  to  the  numerous  native  washings  in  the 
vicinity  of  Istinina.  It  is  confidently  expected  that  the 
production  in  Colombia  will  be  considerably  increased  for 
the  current  year,  and  this  view  is  endorsed  by  home  interests 
in  touch  with  Colombia.  There  is  a  brisk  demand  in 
America,  where  the  metal  sells  at  about  $103  per  oz.,  and 
the  fact  deserves  notice  that  the  substitute,  palladium, 
is  quoted  at  as  much  as  $120  to  $125,  with  a  big  demand. 
The  price  of  platinum  in  the  home  market  is  still  nominally 
290s.,  with  palladium  at  a  discount  of  10s.,  instead  of  a 
premium  as  in  America.  Colombia  is  now  practically  the 
only  source,  of  supply  America  can  depend  upon.

Avoided  Trade-marks. 

Sir, — May  we  venture  to  question  the  conclusion  reached 
in  your  Editorial  "  Avoided  Trade-marks  "  in  the  C.  <fe  D., 
October  27,  p.  44  ?  You  say,  "  It  is  nothing  less  than  the 
duty  of  British  manufacturers  of  aspirin,  formamint  .  .  . 
etc.,  to  employ  these  .avoided  names  as  much  as  possible," 
<and  you  suggest  .that  the  only  argument  on  the  other  side 
is  the  admittedly  slender  chance  of  a  revival  of  theSfeerman 
rights.  There  is,  we  think,  a  much  stronger  argument 
for  the  use  of  British  brands  in  place  of  the.  avoided  Ger- 
man ones  than  this — namely,  that  the  perpetuation  of  such 
names  as  "  aspirin  "_  will  not  only  f  acilitate  the  return 
of  the  so-called  original  German  products  to  our  markets 
after  the  war,  but  will  also  make  it  quite  easy  for  other 
enemy  firms  to  introduce  competitive  products  masquerading 
as  British  made,  the  effect  of  the^avoiding  of  such  names 
as  aspirin  being  to  deprive  them  of  all  their  former  signifi- 
cance. Every  packet  of  British  aspirin  offered  for  sale 
is  a  reminder  that  there  was  once  a  remarkably  effective 
but  now  unobtainable  German  product  of  that  name;  and 
although  the_  best  British  aspirins  are  now  quite  excellent, 
"distance"  is  sure  to  "lend  enchantment  to  the  view," 
and  give  the  public  an  exaggerated  but  quite  serious  belief 
in  the  efficacy  of  the  German  article  they  used  to  buy,  and 
a  consequent  desire  to  resume  its  use.  Had  the  British 
makers  ignored  the  word  aspirin  and  pushed  their  own 
brand  names  (as  we  suggested  at  the  beginning  of  the 
war,  and  have  ourselves  done  in  the  case  of  salaspin),  the 
German  manufacturers  'on  returning  to  our  markets  would 
find  their  product  forgotten,  and  would  have  to  establish 
their  goodwill  afresh  (and  anyone  who  has  "  economised  " 
by  dropping  his  advertising  "just  for  one  year "  knows 
what  that  means).  The  public,  too,  would  benefit  by  the 
introduction  of  British  brands,  as  although  it  would  be 
quite  possible  to  sell  poor  aspirin  as  aspirin,  it  would  be 
impossible  to  build  up  a  permanent  trade  in  it  under  a 
recognisable  brand.

S™'~ In  Mr'  Wooll<;y's  interesting  and  valuable  paper 
on  Enemy  Patents  and  Trade-marks  "  mention  is  made 
of  various  prolongations  of  patents  that  have  at  various 
times  been  granted.  It  may  interest  your  readers  to  be 
reminded  of  what  may  without  exaggeration  be  called  that 
ot  crowning  importance— viz.,  James  Watt's  for  his  im- 
provement of  the  steam-engine.    Obtained  January  5  1769 

on  the, very  day  that  Arkwright  got  his  spinning-frame 
patent,  when  Boulton  joined  Watt  as  oartner,  "the  Bill 
extending  the  patent  was  introduced  in  Parliament  Feb- 
ruary 1775."  As  was  doubtless  expected,  this  was  opposed 
by  powerful  interests,  but,  "  Suffice  to  say,  it  was  finally 
granted  for  a  term  of  twenty-four  years,  and  the  path  was 
clear  at  last.  '_  As  this  historic  partnership  endured  with 
■  lonn™*  1S  ^us  easy  *°  ^member  that  both  terminated 
in  isou.  lhese  facts  are  recorded  in  Carnegie's  "James 
Watt  _  a  most  readable  book  in  the  "  Famous  Scots  Series  " 
in  which  chemists,  however,  will  find  some  flaws.  After 
Dr.  Wilsons  exhaustive  study  of  the  discovery  of  the  com- 
position of  water  given  in  his  "  Life  and  Work  of  Caven- 
dish, it  cannot  be  doubted  that  he  (Cavendish)  was  the 
nrst  and  true  discoverer;  his  "inflammable  gas  from 
metals  leaving  not  the  faintest  trace  of  doubt  that  he 
meant  hydrogen,  whereas  by  "inflammable  gas"  Watt 
not  only  understood  carbonic  oxide  but  manv,  others. 
Watt  cannot  therefore,  be  regarded  as  in  anv  way  having 
discovered  the  true  composition  of  water,  as  stated  by 
Andrew  Carnegie  ;  but  his  unquestioned  inventions  are  so 
eminent,  and  have  been  of  such  paramount  value  to  human 
pi  ogress,  that  he  can  well  be  spared  any  spurious  fame.

The  best  substitute  in  the  case  of  No.  1  would  be  3iy.  of 
sacch.  alb.,  and  for  No.  2  ext.  glycyr.  Jiq.  (in  my  opinion). 
For  No.  3,  sp.  chlor.  3ij.  might  do.  None  of,our  "toilet" 
substitutes  suits  these  cases.  Then  even  in  lotio  calamjnse, 
although  I've  had  a  free  hand  to  put  in  a  substitute,  those 
at  all  oleaginous  are  barred.  I  often  use  quince  mucilage, 
but,  although  good  enough  for  lotions,  it  would  do  no  good 
in  No.  3,  say.  Sweetened  with  saccharin  it  might  serve 
as  a  flavouring  for  cough-mixtures.  If  the  custom  is  at  all 
general,  then,  considering  the  use  of  glycerin  as  a 
sweetener  or  flavouring,  no  time  ought  to  be  lost  in  pro- 
viding a  formula  for  general  adoption  for  internal  medical

(G.  &  D.,  December  2,  1911,  p.  47)  resulted  in  a  definite 
statement  that  there  is  no  exemption  from  stamp-duty  of 
bath-preparations.

"Manxman"  can  sell  drugs  used  for  venereal  diseases  so 
ong  as  he  does  not  prescribe  the  medicines  "  for  reward 
either  direct  or  indirect  "  (assuming  he  lives  in  a  scheduled 
area).  In  the  ca§e  stated  "  Manxman"  does  not  prescribe 
the  remedy,  and  the  fact  that  the  prescription  is  written 
by  a  layman  makes  no  difference.  Chemists  in  scheduled 
areas  should  be  careful  not  to  discuss  the  question  of  treat- 
ment of  venereal  diseases  with  customers ;  otherwise,  the 
sale  of  drugs  used_  in  the  treatment  is  not  interfered  with 
by  the  Venereal  Disease  Act.]

Each  coat  should  be  allowed  to  dry 
thoroughly  before  the  next  is  put  on,  the  drying  to  take 
place  in  an  enclosure  protected  from  sun  and  rain. 

3.  F.  S.  (169/15). — Bronze-powder  is  prepared  from  an 
alloy  of  copper,  zinc,  tin,  and  antimony ;  the  proportions 
vary  according  to  the  colour  required.  The  metals  are 
melted  together  and  cast  into  rods  5  in.  in  diameter  and 
3  ft.  long.  These  rods  are  rolled  until  about  2  in.  wide, 
and  then  the  metal  is  cut  into  suitable  lengths  for  handling. 
The  pieces  are  beaten  very  thin,  and  are  then  treated  in  a 
sulphuric-acid  bath  to  remove  rust  and  dirt.  After  drying 
the  sheets  are  again  hammered  until  the  limit  of  thinness 
is  reached,  and  are  then  cut  up  by  means  of  shears  into 
"  clippings,"  which  are  beaten  to  powder  in  stamp-mills. 
The  powder  is  sifted  and  graded.  Workers  in  bronze- 
powder  factories  are  required  to  take  precautions  against 
metallic  poisoning,  similar  to  those  observed  in  potteries 
where  lead  is  used. 

P.  E.  K.  (168/55).— Wood-fillers.— The  paste-form  is 
made  by  grinding  a  mixture  of  earths  with  linseed  oil.  The 
earths  are  coloured  according  to  the  wood  the  grain  in 
which  is  to  be  filled.  In  the  case  of  mahogany  ferric  oxide, 
or  'a  vegetable  colour  such  as  dragon's-blood,  is  employed, 
preferably  the  latter,  as  any  tannin  present  in  the  wood 
reacts  with  the  iron  in  time.  The  following  is  a  representa- 
tive formula  for  this  compound  :
